PLANS CONSIDERED FOR EAST AFRICAN STEEL INDUSTRY 
Kampala UGANDA TIMFS in English 7 Aug 81 pp 1, 8 


[Text] The Managing Director of Uganda Steel Corporation, Charles Omoding Okui, 
is on a tour of Tanzania, Madagascar anc Mauritius in a bid to drum up support 
for a plan to set up an iron and steel industry for the Eas:ern Africa region. 


"The People" learnt that the idea of establishing such a regional industry was 
first muted by the Economic Commission for Africa and it has now been incorporated 
into the Lagos Plan of Action. (See lead story). 


At a recent meeting of a team of experts on this issue held in Addis Ababa, Okui 
was elected Chairman of the meeting and was later charged with the responsibility 
of urging other countries in the region to submit their position papers. 


The Addis Ababa meeting which Okui chaired, "The People" learnt, was attended by 
representatives from Ethiopia, Kenya, Lesotho, Malawi, Zimbabwe and Uganda. 


Sources said that the aim was to try and convince Tanzania, Zambia, Mozambique, 
Angola and Botswana to join the programme. 


At the Addis Ababa meeting the experts identified the major constraints inhibiting 
the development of the iron and steel industry. Besides the inavailability of 

raw materials and adequate sources of energy, the other problems were lack of 
mobilization of finance and procurement of technology, lack of transport and 
communication plus lack of skilled manpower. 


The experts however, agreed that "a joint effort would greatly ease these con- 
straints including providing adequate markets for steel products." 


The next meeting of the group will be held next October. 


Talking about the meeting to "The People," Okui said that his election as Chair- 
man helped to project Uganda's image which had been overshadowed during the 
reign of terror. He said Uganda was endowed with rich deposits of iron ore 
which were awaiting exploitation. 


"Uganda also has hydroelectric power, limestone, water, may-be coal, and charcoal 
which coulda be produced without any environmental danger," adding that steel 
produced using charcoal was one of the best. 














He emphasised the fact that iron and steel were the basis for industrialisation 
in any country and the production of steel was a yardstick in which to measure 
the economic development of a country. 


Okui reiterated that Uganda was, therefore, well paced as a producer of raw 
materials and energy for production of raw--steel or ingots which conld be 
utilised domestically and some exported to the member states in the sub-region. 


A clear advantage in this co-operation will be that member countries will be able 
to procure modern technology and plan as a group and enable the establishment of 
a centre for the promotion of industrial development. 


It is after the October meeting, he told "The People," that a concrete programme 
and recommendations will be prepared and submitted to the first meeting of Coun- 
cil of Ministers of Trade, Planning and Finance of the 18 countries in the region 
which is due to take place early in 1982.

LUSOPHONE INSURANCE MEETING SET FOR MAPUTO 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 5 Aug 81 p 8 


[Text] An internatinal meeting on insurance will begin tomorrow in Maputo. Taking 
part, in addition to Mozambique, are Angola, Cape Verde, Guinea-Bissau and Sao Tome 
e Principe. The primary purpose of the 3-day meeting is an intensive study of co- 
operation between the five countries in the training of cadres and in matters of 
reinsurance. 


The countries first met to discuss insurance matters in July 1979 in Cape Verde. 
That meeting focused on an exchange of information, viability studies for coopera- 
tion and the determination of the first steps to this end. Now, 2 years later, 

as decided in Cape Verde, Maputo is the scene of the meeting to evaluate the extent 
to which the decisions have been implemented. 


In Mozambique, among the actions taken within theexisting framework of cooperation 
was the admission of Cape Verdian and Guinea-Bissau cadres to training courses con- 
ducted by EMOSE [Mozambican Insurance Company]. 


The Cape Verdian and Sao Tomian delegations have already arrived in the Mozambican 
capital for tomorrow's meeting. The Guinea-Bissau and Angolan delegations are ex- 
pected today. 


The meeting is highly important, mainly because all the participating countries 
are making a great effort to develop their economies. 


EMOSE is a state company created after the insurance companies based here ceased 
activities. On its creation, it became solely responsible for all insurance and 
reinsurance activity in Mozambique. 


Among its responsibilities is execution of a correct and rational policy for insur- 
ance, consistent with the country's needs and circumstances. It is also responsi- 
ble for carrying out an appropriate policy for reinsurance, seeing that the most 
suitable coverage for each type of risk is obtained in foreign markets.

LUSOPHONE CONFERENCE ON INSURANCE ENDS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 11 Aug 81 p 3 


[Text] "Collective discussion of the specific problems in each of our countries 
makes it possible for the errors occurring in one to be avoided in the others. These 
meetings also make possible better growth in our insurance structures." So said 
Jose Leonel Ribeiro, head of the Guinea-Bissau delegation to the second insurance 
meeting held recently in Maputo, as he spoke at a press conference. 


Jose Leonel Ribeiro also emphasized that the regular meetings by the “five" make pos- 
sible a growing consolidation of "the relations of friendship forged during the 
struggle for national liberation, and they open up new prospects for the development 
of cooperation among us.” 


The Guinea-Bissau representative also said that as was noted at the recent meeting, 
the specific field of insurance is not the only activity being stimulated by meetings 
between the five African countries, since the same may happen in the future in the 
transportation sector. 


Alberto Xisto Almeida, the Cape Verdean representative, said concerning the contacts 
between the five African countries that relations of cooperation in the insurance 
field experienced some progress beginning with the first meeting, although certain 
conditions specific to each country have prevented them from making more rapid head- 
way. 


Alberto Xisto Almeida emphasized: "In addition to insurance, there have also been 
contacts on several occasions concerning other fields--transportation and banking, 
for example. That is the result shown by our first meeting." 


Aleixo Augusto of the future state-owned Angola Insurance enterprise said that the 
regular meetings by the five African countries make it possible to find solutions 
which, being adapted to the specific realities in each country, "enable us to advance 
together as we did in our struggle to win independence." 


The Angolan delegate to the meeting then described the situation with insurance in 
the five countries at the time of their independence. Aleixo Augusto pointed out 
that in Angola, as in Mozambique, there were many companies scattered arour. the 
country with no joint activity or common objectives. 














"In the other countries there were merely insurance agencies that carried on their 
activities under directi.ons from Portugal. The establishment of national enterprises 
is a process that arose after independence. It has involved tremendous efforts and 
difficulties, since there were no cadres. They had all left." 


In his meeting with the press, the Angolan delegate explained that establishment of 
the national insurance enterprise is still underway in his country. He said: “We 

are not following the same path as Mozambique. We have closed down the companies, 

and now those companies are in the process of liquidation. When we closed the com- 
panies, we added their assets to the present structure, which is currently supervising 


activity in the insurance sector."

JOINT COMMISSION ON ZATRE RIVER--Proceedings of the fifth session of the Special 
Angolan-Zairian Joint Commission for the Zaire River began yesterday in Kinshasa, 
cavital of the Republic of Zaire. The commission is responsible for maintenance 
and regulation of the navigable course of the river common to the two countries. 
Chairing the proceedings are Joao dos Santos Gomes, of the Transportation Ministry, 
representing Angola, and Bukasa Mayela Odia, president of the Zairian Waterways 
Company, representing Zaire. The commission was created in 1978, pursuant to co- 
operation accords signed between the two countries for the transport sector. It 

is res;onsible for overseeing maintenance of the navigability of the portion of 

the Zzire River common to the two countries. In the course of the Kinshasa meet- 
ing, the commission will focus on the progress on implementing the resolutions of 
the fourth session, held at the beginning of the year in Luanda. The resolutions 
pertain specifically to dredging and channel mrking operations and hydrographic 
studies. The two parties to the commission regularly exchange information on these 
aspects. This exchange of information has made it possible, for example, to in- 
crease the depth of the river channel in question. The channel, which was 22 feet 
deep about two years ago, has been deepened to 30 feet, enabling deep-draft ships 
to navigate in the area from Banana, on the coast, to the port of Matadi. [Text]

COMPARISON DRAWN BETWEEN PRIVATE, STATE ENTERPRISES

[Excerpts] The INDUVE is a private firm that manufactures oil and soap. It was 
visited by Henrique Santos (Onambwe) and Domingos Bartolomeu, Central Committee menm- 
bers, within the context of the offensive against liberalism and disorganization. 


A total of 680 workers are employed by the INDUVE. The plant produces 290 tons of 

soap and 170,000 liters of oil monthly. Organization and discipline among workers 

are excellent, according to the plant manager. Premises are scrupulously clean and 
workers can take advantage of the facilities of a medical office, staffed by three 

nurses and visited three times a week by a physician. They also have a cafeteria, 

which is often used by other workers from the surrounding area. 


After his tour, Henrique Santos talked with the workers: "Who is responsible for 
some of the evils in our country? This is our daily concern. We must realize, com- 
rades, that the responsibility is ours and it is up to us to solve our problems. 
Whether directors or workers, we must know that we are all working toward the same 
goal. Our goal is for all of us, for each one of us, to give as much of oneself as 
possible, anywhere and at any time, in order to solve our problems. During our visit 
to this important unit of production, we noted some good things and some negative 
situations. Some of them go beyond your competence, but in a number of cases, there 
is room for improvement." 


In the afternoon of the same day, Henrique Santos and Domingos Bartolomeu visited 
the Siderurgia Nacional, a state enterprise manufacturing mainly steel rods for the 
construction industry. Its financial situation at present is bad, as a result of 
low levels of productivity, poor management and the disorganization that is obvious 
at all levels. 





This important firm is affected by a variety of serious problems to which no atten- 
tion has been paid by the competent structures of the Ministry of Industry. Equip- 
ment is in poor condition and the rate of abser*eceism among workers is quite high, 

at a time when it is necessary to work hard for the development of the country and 

the elaboration of scientific socialism. In addition, no medical care is provided 

to the workers, the cafeteria is neglected and the quality of the food is bad. 


Given the importance of the Siderurgia Nacional to our economy, this plant must 
receive the proper attention so that solutions are found to foster a renewed take- 
off.

WESTERN GOAL: SOUTH AFRICAN ENERGY SELF-SUFFICIENCY

[Text] The startup in the FRG of a vast propaganda campaign through several news- 
papers to encourage increased investments by multinationals in South Africa has again 
spotlighted the strategic aspect of Western cooperation with the Pretoria regime. 


That interpretation is based on the fact that the West is now trying to expand the 
scope of its cooperation with Pretoria, which supposedly is moving toward the "refor- 
mulation of apartheid in humane terms." 


But that diplomatic language is aimed only at disguising the fact that at the moment, 
and notwithstanding its interest in South Africa's raw materials, the West's current 
cooperation with Pretoria is designed essentially to make South Africa self-sufficient 
in energy--since it has no petroleum deposits--and to see that it remains a vector for 
imperialism's thrusts, chiefly in the African region. 


"Supposed Humanization of Apartheid" 


That is why the Western countries that openly cooperate with South Africa are attempt- 
ing through their media--principally the print media--to present the system of apart- 
heid as a “model society of stability” and, from the economic standpoint, as a lucra- 
tive partner for the Western world. 


And to confirm the "social rehabilitation" of apartheid, the Pretoria government is 
preparing various plans for reformulating the system and announcing measures affect- 
ing a minority of the black population that has been selected to become the middle 
class and a factor for negating nonreformist transformations. 


As Joe Slovo, a member of the ANC, said during an interview for issue No 34 of the 
CADERNOS DO TERCEIRO MUNDO, those concessions do not affect 95 percent of the black 
population. As a result, they are already doomed to failure. The concessions are 
few: “access by those blacks to a few hotels, restaurants, and theaters; a minute 
sector of the skilled black proletariat can now be promoted to a few more highly 
skilled jobs; and that minority is entitled to live in white areas." 








Energy Is Basic Field of Cooperation 


The manufacture in South Africa of weapons, and even of fighter planes under license 
from several Western countries, has now made it possible for the Pretori regime to 
regard the field of energy as a basic and fundamental field of cooperation with the 
West. 


And Pretoria, along with the United States, the FRG, Great Britain, Canada, Israel, 
and other Western partners, has been paying more attention to that field in recent 
years, especially as regards the development and acquisition of technology for con- 
verting coal to liquid fuel. Thai attention has also been given greater impetus, 
especially from the standpoint of military protection for that strategic industry, 
Since last year's attack by the ANC on the SASOL [South African Coal, Oil, and Gas 
Corporation] refinery complexes I, II, and III in Sasolburg. 


It was within that context that SASOL of South Africa and Westinghouse of the United 
States recently signed an agreement for the start of construction in Secunda (near 
Johannesburg) of a gasification unit that will reduce the cost of producing petroleum 
from coal by SASOL. 


Westinghouse, an American firm, is a company that deals in nuclear electronics and 
the construction of nuclear reactors, and several times it has been accused of being 
one of the companies that made it possible for South Africa to join the "atomic club." 


The main purpose of Westinghouse's cooperation is to contribute to SASOL's industrial 
expansion, since that will make it easier for the South African firm to convert coal 
to petroleum and to develop, test, and market its finished products.

SOUTH AFRICA SAID TO RESURRECT CUBAN, EAST GERMAN ‘GHOSTS’

[Text] While international public opinion is being prepared for a renewed escalation 
of the war in the People's Republic of Angola, the military and propaganda machines 
of racist South Africa are, once again, resurrecting Cuban and East German 'ghosts" 
so as to better justify its immijient aggression. 


According to racist sources, Anzssia is allegedly "installing Soviet-manufactured 
SAM-3 and SAM-8 missiles and building port and military facilities within reach of 
the Namibian border" with Cuban and East German assistance. 


Beginning with their first invasion in 1975, the racists have never been able to under- 
stand the reason for their successive failures. This is the source for much of the 
delusion revealed in their inept propaganda campaigns conducted “for the benefit of 

the West." 


Since their previous attacks have proved unsuccessful despite the deaths and des- 
truction they caused all over the south, the "Pretorian" forces need a pretext to 
modify their tactics, or, in other words, to intensify and exacerbate still further 
their attacks against Angola and its people. This was revealed by the commander of 
the forces of occupation in Namibia, Charles Lloyd, when he said (according to the 
AFP), "we must prepare ourselves mentally and physically for a more serious war." 





Therefore, the needed pretext is represented by the famous missiles "connected to 

radar and usually mounted on vehicles or tanks, of longer range and improved accuracy," 
as the obviously concerned Western press hastened to specify in its deference to 

South African propaganda. 

As if this were enough to confirm their "scare," the racists are also charging that 
"a large Cuban contingent" is building "a well-equipped armored vehicle base" near 
Lubango (a city that--it should be mentioned in passing--they consider to be a SWAPO 
base) and improving the Mocamedes port so as to facilitate the offloading of heavy 
armored vehicles. 


Even supposing that Pretoria's "scare" is justified, what did the racists expect? 
That the Angolans and their internationalist allies should wait for them with open 
arms, "impressed" by the war materiel they have amassed along the border between 
Angola and occupied Namibia? That Angola should witness with indifference the des- 
truction of its riches and of its soil and the massacre of its own people? 
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What should be retained from all this historic last-minute campaign, with which South 
Africa has flooded the international press, is its exact similarity with the campaigns 
ljaunched by Israel against the Arab states in the region before large-scale attacks 
against them. The parallel is obvious, down to the very language used: "hot pur- 
suit," "preventive action" and, finally, the so-called "preventive strike" which was 
the pretext used in the criminal destruction of an Iraqi nuclear facility.... 


So far, in their furious opposition to the Frontline states and the movements of 
national liberation, the racists have adopted a two-progoned strategy: on the one 
hand, a guerrilla-like war to force economic erosion and maintain tension and the 
mobilization of cadre and attention, through the use of mercenaries and puppet groups. 
On the other hand, contingency plans for air attacks against urban centers of stra- 
tegic and economic significance, launched only according to prevailing circumstances 
and opportunities. 


Meanwhile, the large territories of Southern Africa and the internal problems faced 
by the apartheid regime, as well as the international situation itself, reveal the 

- facists' deep weakness. It is precisely the breadth and dispersion of its own forces 
that make South Africa so easily frightened. Great power, but, simultaneously, many 
enemies, has never been advisable for the survival of regimes condemned by history. 
Has it not always been the problem of all octopuses with long tentacles to have a 
particularly vulnerable head?

JUDICIAL COOPERATION WITH GDR--Jnder the terms of an already existing protocol of 
cooperation in the field of justice between the People's Republic of Angola and the 
GDR, an annual plan (1982) was signed yesterday in Luanda by the Angolan and East 
German ministers of justice, Diogenes Boavida and Joachim Heusinger. tlhe plan, which 
was signed at the conclusion of an 8-day working visit to Angola by the German dele- 
gation, provides that a delegation from the Angolan Ministry of Justice will visit 
the GDR during the first half of next year to study the proceedings of subordinate 
courts and the organization and duties of attorneys and notaries. It will also study 
matters inherent in labor law. Also under the terms of the same protocol, it is spe- 
cified that the 1983 annual plan of cooperation between the ministries of justice in 
the two countries will be agreed to in writing between the two ministers during the 
second half of next year. The two ministers expressed their conviction tliat the talks 
just completed will contribute greatly to a strengthening of the cooperation that 
already exists between the two ministries. The German minister left Luanda late yes- 
terday afternoon to return to his country.

ECONOMIC SITUATION ON EVE OF INDEPENDENCE ANNIVERSARY 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 12 Aug 81 p 6 


fText7 Bangui (AFP)--On 13 August 1981, the Central African Republic will celebrate 
its 2lst independence anniversary, which will be marked by a difficult economic 
situation. 


In fact, the Central African Republic is recovering with difficulty, after 14 years 
of negligence and poor management on the part of former Emperor Bokassa, which were 
further aggravated by the absence of investments and the world crisis that seriously 
affected the country, in spite of considerable potential natural resources. 


Although the country has diamonds and timber, although it is rich in coffee, cotton 
and tobacco, which are its principal exploitation resources, its productive potential 
is far from being utilized. Some of the pillars upon which the Central African 
economy rested were shaken during the years of Bokassa's reign, particularly since 
1977. 


Thus, production of cottonseed dropped from 54,000 tons in 1971 to 28,000 tons in 
1977 and with difficulty reached 32,000 tons in 1978. The production of coffee for 
export was 100,000 tons in 1978 compared to 130,000 tons 12 years earlier. 


Similarly, although budgetary revenues from export duties and taxes on diamonds--the 
number one source of foreign exchange--tripled from 1975 to 1978, production dropped 
from 600,000 carats in 1968 to 284,000 carats in 1978, according to official statistics. 
It is true that a substantial part of diamond production--officially estimated at 50 
percent of the total--leaves the country illegally, depriving the public treasury of 
about $4.3 million in revenues annually. 


Since becoming president on 20 September 1979, David Dacko has been making an attempt 
to reestablish financial equilibrium in domestic and foreign operations. In Juneil98l, 
the Central African Republic negotiated with its creditors a general policy of 
repayment of the foreign debt which totals about 80 billion CFA francs. 


Representatives of countries participating in the "Club de Paris" noted with satis- 
faction the preparation by the Central African authorities of an economic and financial 
program which benefited from the support of the Internaticnal iionetary Fund (IMF). 

The restructuring of the Central African Republic's debts should help the recovery 

of its economy, it is believed. 
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In a related connection, in March 1980, the Central African government took initial 
steps designed to revitalize the productive sectors of the economy and to restore its 
material and social infrastructure. 


The 198" budget had been established with a provisional deficit of 7 billion CFA 
francs, whose financing the government had negotiated with the IMF and certain 
friendly countries. However, the Central African authorities had to resign them- 
selves to increasing certain assessments and taxes because of the loss of nearly 20 
percent of revenues vis-a-vis budgetary appropriations in the first 6 months of 
this year. 


The government is now carefully examining its expenditures and has already taken 
certain steps, including the reorganization of several public enterprises. 


The authorities recognize the need for austerity measures; however payment of the 
Salaries of the 2,500 civil servants alone takes two-thirds of the budget.

CHADIAN FRONTS FORM ANTI-LIBYAN COMMITTEE

[Text] Khartoum, 31 August (SUNA)--The Chadian fronts opposing the Libyan occupation 
have decided to form a permanent committee comprising two members from each front to 
work for uniting the Chadian political personalities and forces inside and outside 
the country as a prelude for the formation of a unified front that will work for 
getting rid of Libyan colonialism, drawing up an integrated concept for unitary 
action, unifying military operations and calling for a unitary conference for the 
Chadian forces which oppose Libyan colonialism in order to draw up the bases and 
principles of action in the forthcoming stage. 


It was decided to form this committee after continuous meetings during the past 2 
days in which leaders and representatives of the Western command of the Chad National 
Liberation Front, the original FROLINAT, the Patriotic National Movement and the 
Popular Movement of Chadian Liberation took part.

PRESIDENT MAKES OPENING SPEECH AT PLANNING COUNCIL 
Brazzaville ETUMBA in French No 604, 8 Aug 81 p 5 


[Speech by President Denis Sassou-Nguesso before opening session of National Plan- 
ning Council; date not given] 


[Excerpt] Once again, the representatives of the Congolese people's live forces 
have come together to debate the major problems facing our country. This confirms 
that the democratic process, reinstated by the 5 February Movement, has been firmly 
consolidated. Henceforth, the great problems, the great questions concerning the 
life of our country and its future, no matter how complex, will be democratically, 
sovereigniy and freely debated by the people's masses or their representatives. 


Present here today are our political leaders, party members, workers from the cities 
and fields, the heads of the major central government agencies, heads of national 
companies, the Congo's deiplomatic representatives abroad, Congolese thinkers and 
researchers, heads of mass organizations, Congolese heads of foreign companies and 
the directors of the national private sector. In short, all the Congolese people 
are represented here in all their diversity. 


The fact is that the stakes are enormous. Over a year ago, we met here to debate 
the future of our government enterprises, their recovery and development. The na- 
tional conference of businesses was a decisive moment that made it possible for 
Congolese revolutionaries to become aware of the need to perfect the management 
and operaticn of the national economic sector so as to make it the real spearhead 
of our country's economic development, which will make more advances of the Congo- 
lese revolution even more assured. The results of the national conference of 
government enterprises will be one of the essential parts of the 1982-1986 Five- 
Year Plan. 


The stakes of this Council are enormous, It has the task of organizing the coordin- 
ated development of our country for the next 5 years. I know that we are all aware 
of the incredible problems we must face, particularly after the complete restruc- 
turing of our country by the colonial system. On other occasions, we have already 
reported on the disastrous results of colonial penetration and neocolonial domina- 
tion for our country and our people. These results are regional imbalances, the 
isolation of most regions, underequipment, stagnant production, the desertion of 
rural areas by their most dynamic forces, disproportionate growth of the cities, 
unemployment, dependency, lower living conditions for the people and the increasing 
reduction of national economic life to only the cities of Brazzaville and Pointe- 
Noire, and so on. 
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The next plan must therefore move deliberately and resolutely in the opposite direc- 
tion. In that way, it will be in keeping with the directives of the Third Special 
Congress, a plan that breaks with the current system. In the place of the existing 
structure of the economy, we shall gradually have a new, balanced and coordinated 
economic structure making it possible to ensure truly endogenous and self-maintainoi 
development, but we can all see that the changes made by colonization are very pro- 
found, the effects extremely harmful. A single plan will therefore not be enough 

to restore regional and sectorial balances. That is why all the structural trans- 
formations to be envisaged must come about over a longer period of time. The 

5-year plan must therefore have a more long-term perspective to back it. 


The consistent break with the current model implies that those on the National 
Planning Council have only the national interest at heart. 


They must give priority to the great national objectives, the great structural ac- 
tions that hit the main targets, making it possible to reorganize and unify our 
territory, relaunch production on new bases and improve our people's standard of 
living and living conditions. The general interest is not necessarily the mechani- 
cal sum of small areas and private parties. This means that we must avoid the para- 
lyzing excessive division of funds allocated, which leads nowhere and emphasize that 
which basically contributes to the implementation of our strategy.. The plan is an 
overall system. Projects must be linked to one another and joined in time. Those 
included here must not be treated as projects of a given area or region but as 
destined to serve a given strategy. 


The National Planning Council meets after the government, the Political Bureau and 
Central Committee have already adopted the major guidelines of the 1982-1986 Plan. 
This is already an accomplishment and could be enriched and not brought into 
question. The projects attached are projects identified as in keeping with the op- 
tions retained by the Central Committee. The National Planning Council must appre- 
ciate their pertinence, issue its opinions, make observations and thereby make it 
possible to improve subsequent arbitration. 


The role of this National Planning Council is in fact to evaluate the strategies 
chosen, the consistency of projects with these strategies. Only later, following 
the work of the National Planning Council, will the political leaders hand down 

the final rulings, that will take into account our financial capabilities, ability 
to carry out plans and the intersectorial and interregional balance. Not until 
then will the hard core, the different optional sections, of the 1982-1986 Five- 
Year Plan be determined. Coming just before the Youth Congress, the meeting of the 
National Planning Council could undeniably contribute to the enrichment of the — 
UJSC [Union of Congolese Socialist Youth] Congress.

The national planning council examined the following items on the agenda:

3. An overview of regional and community development. 

After the brilliant introductory remarks by Comrade President cf the central com- 


mittee of the PCT, president of the republic, head of state, president of the coun- 
cil of ministers--a speech which stressed the spirit of democratic renewal

The committee on “organization of the productive sector: examined projects in the 
following sectors: 


--Agriculture and stock raising; 
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--Forests; 

--Industry and handicrafts; 

--Mines; 

--Scientific research; 

--Technological improvement. 

The committee on “improvement of living conditions" examined projects in the fol- 
lowing sectors: 

--Education--Training--jobs, 

--Health--Social Affairs, 

--Culture--Arts, 

--Youth--Sports, 

--Tourism--Environment, 

--Justice, 

--Foreign affairs, as well as questions related to improving the living conditions 
of the broad masses of the people. 


The committee on "finance and related measures" had to examine problems related 
to the financing of the future plan. 


After having discussed in plenary session the reports of the various committees, 
the national planning council:

RESULTS OF SPECIAL SESSION OF UJSC CENTRAL COMMITTEE

[Text] In keeping with the decisions of the sixth regular session of the Central 
Committee of the UJSC [Union of Congolese Socialist Youth], held from 6 to 8 July 
1981 and in response to the convocation of its bureau, the Central Committee of 
the UJSC met from 5 to 7 July 1981 in the conference room of the headquarters of 
the UJSC, presided over by Comrade Gabriel Oba-Apounou, member of the Central 
Committee of the Congolese Labor Party, first secretary of the Central Committee 
of the UJSC and minister of youth and sports. 


The opening and closing ceremonies were directed by Comrade Jean Michel Bokamba-

WRITER SEES PRESENCE OF SENEGALESE AS LIMITING FREEDOM 
Paris LE MONDE in French 15 Aug 81 pp 1, 3 
[Article by Pierre Biarnes: "Gambia Under Supervised Freedom" ] 


[Text] A parliamentary session, scheduled before the abortive 
putsch of 30 July, is now to open Friday 14 August in Banjul, 
the capital of Gambia. The chief of state, Sir Dwada Jawara, 
may announce at that time the measures he plans to take to bol- 
ster his regime, which was barely saved by the military inter- 
vention of neighboring Senegal. According to Dakar, the 
operation to re-establish order cost the Senegalese army 57 
wounded. The number of deaths has not been made public, but 
it is probably around 30. Meanwhile, a United Nations mission 
is in Banjul to assess the amount of humanitarian aid needed 
on an urgent basis. The scope of the attempted uprising, 
elucidated by our special correspondent, once again makes a 
live issue of plans for a confederation or customs union 
("Senegambia") of the kind envisaged by Dakar to put an end to 
the economic hardship which the existence of a sovereign state 
completely surrounded by Senegalese territory imposes on the 
latter's economy because of the ruinous contraband trade. 


Banjul--Two weeks after the putsch which almost overthrew the regime of President 
Dawda Jawara, the Gambian capital is little by little--despite the armed Senegal- 
ese patrols which have come to restore order--regaining its customary appearance: 
a small colonial market-village with a still sort of charm. But downtown, the 
‘shattered and empty shop windows of several large stores still serve as a reminder 
of the scenes of looting and bloody bursts of gunfire which, on 30 July, followed 
the proclamatin of the fleeting seizure of power by the Supreme Revolutionary 
Council of Mr Kukoi Samba Sanyang. 


The affair, however, was far more serious than one might be led to suppose from 
the rapidity with which calm was imposed from the outside. For at least several 
hours before the arrival of the Senegalese troops, the larger part of the popu- 
lace of Banjul and its environs seemed to be siding with the rebels, who were 
joined not only by most of the Field Forces and the police but also by most of the 
cadres and militants in the opposition, and in some cases even by those in the 
government party itself, Mr Jawara's People's Progressive Party (PPP). 











Jawara is understandably determined to forgive and forget most of the defections, 
in order not to have to go ahead with a very large purge which would only impede 
the resumption of normal life in a country whose economic condition was danger- 
ously eroded after the attempted putsch. 


The Rise of the Opposition 


The drought here translated into a marked decline in ground-nut production--barely 
40,000 tons of uashelled nuts delivered to the oil mills in 1980-1981, compared 

to about 140,000 tons in a normal year. Also, the world economic crisis has en- 
tailed a significant decline in tourism--barely 21,000 entries in 1980, compared 

to 27,000 in 1979--at the same time that it created serious inflation in the cost 
of imported products. Living conditions for a very large par. of the population 

in recent months, particularly in the populous quarters of the capital city, have 
become very difficult, and stand in even sharper contrast with the conspicuous ease 
in which a small corrupted majority with connections to the regime exist. 


The opposition, comprised mainly of the National Convention Party (NCP) headed by 
Mr Dibba (represented by 5 deputies out of the 37 in Parliament) but also includ- 
ing several small semi-clandestine revolutionary parties, like Kora Sall's MOJA 
(Movement for Justice in Africa) and the Gambian Socialist Revolutionary Party 
(GSRP) of Mr Pingou Georges, quite obviously tried to expleit to the hilt the grow- 
ing discontent provoked by this situation. 


Mr Dibba was Mr Jawara's right arm for many years and had helped him in the early 
1960's in the effort to mobilize the rural masses of the "protectorate" (the bush), 
to seize the power which up to the eve of independence had been monopolized by the 
“civilized people" of the "Colony" (the capital and its immediate environs). The 
two men fell out, and Dibba, who resigned in 1973 from his positions as vice presi- 
dent and minister of finance, was gradually thrust into the opposition. In 1976, 
he had created his own party and he was determined to keep--but this time all to 
himself--the peasant vote, the majority of which was mandingo. The chief of state, 
meanwhile, allowed himself gradually to be circumvented by the capital's small 
mulatto minority, the Akus, who came from Sierra Leone in the last century, and 
who had always held high positions in the bureaucracy and commerce, as well as by 
the Ouolofs, who came from Senegal and were increasingly numerous and enterprising 
in Banjul. 


Very quickly the new opposition leader established himself solidly in his native 
region of Bandundu, north of the river, as well as in the main popular quarter of 
the capital, Serekunda, which is predominantly peopled by natives of that region, 
who naturally enough were found in large numbers among the rioters on 30 July. 


Now, in the face of this opposition which continued to grow and which was becoming 
increasingly restless, especially since the general elections were to be held in 
March 1982, the government was in a very weakened condition. Sir Dwada, the vic- 
tim last year of a small cerebral hemorrhage which was more serious because of his 
age, carried his British phlegm to ridiculous extremes, unloading a number of his 
responsibilities on an intensive and fairly corrupted entourage, symbolized most 
notably by his in-laws. Most of the members of his government were just as venal 
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and, moreover, mediocre, and the Gambian constitution, which requires that minis- 
ters be picked from within the Parliament, also forbids employees of the executive 
branch from running for office. 


Indeed, in various ways and to varying degrees, the ruling class lived--directly 

or indirectly--off contraband, three-fourths of the merchandise imported into 
Gambia being brought in by a very small number of big European and Lebanese trad- 
ing firms, paying extremely low customs tariffs, and fraudulently re-exported by 
intermediaries to neighboring countries, where by contrast the taxes are high, par- 
ticularly in Senegal. In short, there was no state--at least any longer--in Gambia, 
and at the first serious push from the opposition, the edifice on which Mr Jawara's 
power rested could only collapse. 


This is what produced 30 July, even if Sanyang's handful of revolutionary mili- 
tants who spearheaded the attempted insurrection were remote-controlled from the 
outside--after having been "trained" there most likely--which, nevertheless, at 
least at the present stage of the investigation being carried out by the Senegal- 
ese security services in Banjul, does not seem to be proven, despite several troub- 
ling coincidences, such as the delivery lately of unusually large quantities of 
light Soviet weaponry to the Field Forces whose loyalty to the regime had been 
somewhat questionable since last October. 


Relations With Senegal 


But is that state, which almost came to grief in the escapade, now ready to make 
major reforms, and from another perspective how is the relationship with Senegal, 
which made possible its survival, to be assessed? Such are the two great ques- 
tions, closely linked with each other, which are being asked now both in Banjul 
and Dakar. A priori, it should be easy first of all to reform the constitution 
so as to enable several high [nonelected] officials of proven competence to come 
into the government to replace discredited political personalities. In particular, 
one hears talk of Mr Ceesseeay, the governor of the Central Bank, of Ibou Tall, 
the secretary general of the ministry of foreign affairs, and Mr Darbo, the Gam- 
bian Ambassador to Senegal. Similarly, another step that could rapidly be taken 
would be to create the position of prime minister, in order to unburden the chief 
of state of the exercise of some of his responsibilities. 


A more long-range project, restructuring and improving the civil service, rehabil- 
itating the police services of the armed forces and, above all, the indispensable 
recovery of the economy--all presuppose clear and sustained political will, and 

it is difficult to imagine this being exercised without building a broad consen- 
sus--which from the start poses the problem of the future relationship between the 
chief of state and the opposition, and of the necessary co-optation of at least 

a part of it. Since Cora Sall and Pingou Georges--whose base of support was in 
any case very restricted--were killed during the recent street fighting, Mr Dibba 
is the government's only possible interlocutor. He is under arrest. Will Mr 
Jawara offer his hand in friendship, and will the latter agree to collaborate once 
again with his old "patron" after the shock the entire Gambian political class has 
received from these recent events? It is not impossible. 
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In the weeks and even the months immediately ahead, the big Senegalese military 
presence, which will probably be maintained in Banjul and several other strategic 
points, in one form or another, should encourage the implementation of this re- 
form policy. The Senegalese army, which had intervened here in last October's dis- 
aster, were not able to mount a repeat performance in the neighboring country, as 
the 30 July rebels had prepared their strike more thoroughly, and major resources 
had to be deployed to subdue them. Senegalese ieaders would thus like to see 
Gambian officials attack the roots of the problem without delay. 


In the longer term, there is once again talk in Dakar about the "Senegambia" plan, 
and there is mention of several examples of post-colonial mergers that have already 
succeeded on the continent: the one which links the former British and French Cam- 
eroon, or the less complete one between Tanganyika and Zanzibar which gave birth 

to Tanzania. Indeed, the Senegalese leaders, who for nearly a quarter of a century 
have shown considerable tact in this matter, probably do not envisage going that 
far, at least not initially. Nevertheless, even if the maintenance of public order 
in Banjul is vital for their own regime, they are expecting their intervention 
will at least result in the gradual establishment of a united customs zone for the 
two countries which would put a definitive and absolute end to the large-scale 
smuggling wrich has victim‘zed them for decades, all the way from the unmonitorable 
borders of this enclave inherited from the colonial era, to the center of their 

own territory. That customs union would sound the death-knell for a number of 
special privileges. Obviously, it is at that very point that the plan runs up 
against the holders of substantial foreign interests, both British and other, who 
would very much like to see the status quo perpetuated. All the same, it would 
seem that recent events have opened the eyes of a number of Banjul's leaders. They 
believe that they almost lost 30 July and that their survival in power now requires 
a close alliance with Dakar, which will extract its price.

COMMENTARY CRITICIZES PARLIAMENT'S PERFORMANCE

[Text] The second session of the first parliament of the Third Republic, which has 
just ended, has been rather unimpressing. We are yet to have a permanent clerk of 
parliament. State enterprises, which have been such a drain on the economy, remain 
disorganized after two full sessions of parliament and civil service has not been 
refashioned while the auditor general's report for the 1979-1980 financial year has 
not yet beed discussed. Parliament is one institution in Ghana that has continued 
to chastize the executive for waste and has paraded as upholding accountability of 
public officials. Yet parliament is the one branch of government that has been the 
least accountable. The first session of parliament performed during that session. 
Do the people of Ghana not have the right to know how their representatives are per- 
forming their assigned task? 


Legislative powers of parliament include those powers that are specifically enumer- 
ated in the constitution. They also include powers that may be reasonably deduced 
from those enumerated in the constitution, which are necessary and proper for carry- 
ing them out. Among the specifically enumerated powers of parliament is law-making, 
and law-making is not just sitting to approve, amend or reject bills. For the two 
sessions of parliament, only two bills have originated from the house; the parlia- 
mentary service bill--a constitutional requirement--was introduced nearly a year 
after parliament was opened and it became a law on 15 December 1980. Yet it was 
just last week that the parliamentary service board was inaugurated, and officials 
of the parliamentary service are yet to be appointed. The other bill, intending to 
streamline the procedures for obtaining passports, remains to be discussed by parlia- 
ment in spite of the fanfare that followed investigation of passport procedures. 


In the midst of the critical financial conditions to the nation, most citizens have 
identified the expanding public sector as an area deserving much attention from 
their lawmakers. Parliament has failed to pay any attention to the expanding public 
sector. However, on 4 September 1980, the president forwarded that state enter- 
prises commission bill. Parliament is yet to pass the bill. 


The law of the land requires executive agencies to present their accounts to the 


auditor general for audit 3 months after the closing of the financial year. The 
constitution enjoins the auditor general to present his annual report to parliament 
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within 6 months after the close of the financial year, that is 3 months after the 
executive agencies have presented their accounts for auditing. 


On 20 December 1980, the acting auditor general transmitted to parliament his report 
on public accounts of Ghana for the year ended 30 June 1980 as specified by article 
151, section 5 of the constitution. But parliament is yet to discuss the report. 
Instead parliament has come to specialize in passing resolutions expressing its con- 
cern--whatever that means. The inquisitorial powers of parliament grant the house 
authority to investigate the performance of the executive agencies to ensure parlia- 
ment that enacted laws are effectively implemented or to enable parliament to enact 
new laws. Yet parliamentary inquisitions so far have resulted in nothing more than 
admonishing witnesses to go and sin no more under the same conditions. 


All said and done, the poor state of the economy can be squarely placed on the 
shoulders of parliament, because parliament has not used its powers to reorganize 
the economy. It has failed to establish appropriate institutions to deal with the 
problems. It has failed to define the powers and duties of existing institutions 
and the personnel manning them. 


If after nearly 2 years, parliament has failed to organize itself for its assigned 
task, on what moral ground can parliament ensure that executive agencies do any 
better.

COMMENTARY VIEWS RISING VIOLENCE OVER NAMIBIA

[Text] For some time now, the illusion has been peddled around diplomatic circles 
that there can be a peaceful settlement of the Namibian problem. The fact that 
South Africa has now mounted a full-scale invasion of Angola should persuade all but 
the most obtuse observers of the international scene that if the rest of the world 
thinks that the Namibian issue is some sort of game, South Africa does not. 


In moving into Angola, South Africa risks inviting the Cubans to increase their 
forces which are helping the Angolan Government. South Africa also risks inviting 
the Soviet Union to supply the Cubans and the Angolans with even more sophisticated 
weapons than they have already got. Finally, South Africa risks inviting the An- 
golans and their allies to carry out hot-pursuit-operations on the South African 
soil in the same manner that South Africans have been harassing the Angolans. 


If in the face of these unpalatable risks, South Africa has nevertheless invaded 
Angola again, then it means that something serious is happening in South African 
thinking. It is not difficult to guess what this transformation in South African 
thinking is. The election of an ultra-conservative administration in the United 
States under the presidency of President Ronald Reagan is the key to South Africa's 
current aggressiveness. Even before the Reagan Administration took over in the 
United States, South Africa had been able to make significant inroad into American 
intelligence and armament circles. She is sure that these clandestine contacts she 
had built up with .that powerful interest in the United States would be used to aid 
her should the Cubans and Russians escalate their involvement in Angola. More 
important, she is banking on the prospect that any such Cuban or Soviet escalation 
would tempt the American administration to throw up all strength and ally the United 
States formally with South Africa to stem the tide of communist infiltration into 
Southern Africa. 


To make the bait more attractive to the American administration, South Africa is 
stressing the importance of Namibia's strategically important minerals, such as 
diamonds, uranium and the yet to be exploited petroleum deposits to Western econo- 
mists. And of course, South Africa is also skillfully exploiting the dominoes argu- 
ment which the American conser vatives so easily (?7buy), especially now that their 
predictions regarding the fall of dominoes in South East Asia appear to have come 
true. 





There is, therefore, a very clear sign that Southern Africa could become in the 1980's 
as fierce a theather of war as South East Asia was in the 1960's. Of course, even- 
tually, the people of Namibia will win their freedom just as the people of Mozambique 
and Angola have won theirs, followed by the people of Zimbabwe. What is worrying is 
the cost which the Namibians and their neighbors may be asked to pay, and anyone, 

who is aware of what happened in the Vietnams and Cambodia, would shudder to contem- 
plate the meaning of it all. It is a good thing that the Angolans have sought to 
involve the United Nations at a very early stage. The African countries should stand 
united behind Angola and resist any attempt by the Western countries to use their 
veto in the security council to cover up the naked aggression South Africa is com- 
mitting against Angola. 


If the Africans allow divisions to prop up in their own midst on ideological grounds, 
South Africa would have won a major diplomatic victory. For them, the Reagan Admin- 
istration would feel justified--not that it needs any justification--if it were to 
throw its full weight behind the South Africans. African unity in this case, how- 
ever, would be pure self-interest for as Laos showed in Southeast Asia, regional wars 
can extend very, very far indeed.

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ESSAY ON ISSUES FACING MERGED PARTIES 
Accra THE LEGON OBSERVER in English 17 Jul 81 pp 177-181

[Excerpts] On Tuesday, 23rd June, leaders of the five Minority parties in the 
country came to an agreement to sink the individual identities and interests of 
their respective parties and to merge. This agreement was the result of five 
months of hard, tortuous negotiations by these parties. It is a pity that the 
parties should have taken so long to agree on such an obviously desirably course 
of action, and the delay has not been without some disadvantage. Already the 
all important voters registration exercise is almost over and the Minority 
Parties were unable to forge a unified approach to this although even indi- 
vidually a fool-proof register was one of their vital planks of success at the 
polls. In this article, I propose to examine three issues which the Electoral 
College of the merged parties may consider. This is because the Electoral 
College may turn out to be the first national executive of the new party and 
the issues I propose to raise are so vital that they need urgent attention and 
so should be directed to such a body for considerstion. These issues are 
organisation, ideology and leadership. 


No politician should entertain any doubts about the primacy of organisation if 
his political party is to win any election. No matter the size of the party its 
organisation will decide its fate a: any election. 


There is truth in the oft-quoted PNP dictum that "Even if we put up a goat it shall 
win." This is an unpleasant but nonetheless correct assertion if we appreciate 

its real basis, excellent organisation. And Kwame Nkrumah could not have been 
more right when he wrote that “Organisation decides everything." But organisa- 
tion is not a mere abstraction. It is the sum result of three things, dedication 
to party principles, loyalty to duly-chosen party officials and the canvassing 
ability of these specifically charged with ensuring victory at the polls. It is 
around these three things that the general strategy and tactics of achieving 
victory are worked out. In all these three PNP offer a resolute position to the 
electorate, historically and even at the moment. 
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Organisation 


The Electoral College therefore should concern itself first and foremost with 
how the new party is going to be organised. And not just that. It should be so 
done with the determination to have Ghana reconstructed that whoever leads the 
formidable machine would automatically be the 1983 President. 


It is suggested strongly that as a first step active co-operation at the ward 
level upwards should be sought and encouraged. The voter should be reached 
everywhere. 


A party newspaper is also urgently needed on all issues at any time. It is 
cautioned that the paper should avoid the useless homilies on human rights and 
Athenian democracy because the electorate does not care much for these seeing 
its preference for the PNP in the last elections. 


Another thing worth considering is a party public relations outfit not only to 
build up the party generally but to give prominence to the good traits in the 
parliamentary and presidential candidates. 


The second issue I would like to raise is the question of ideology for the new 
party. 


If anything, what the big powers, US, USSR, China, Britain and France, have amply 
demonstrated is the futility of any rigid ideological stance. And in the case of 
the new party the broad middle position which is the most advisable is immediately 
suggested by the individual philosophies of the parties constituting the merger. 
Another easy pointer to this position is the ideological posture of the PNP which 
is demonstrating all the traits of its parent. The CPP started on a nationalistic 
tone, went in for Socialism, then Nkrumaism, and finally plunged into confusion 
with state capitalism and a big party corporation with majority shareholders. 

The new party should adopt a broad position copiously tempered with democratic 
principles and the absence of the politics of fear. The political and economic 
philosophy should be aimed primarily at the farmer and fisherman whose efforts, by 
and large, pay for the few things from outside still available in the country. 
This will give the new party not only enough room to grow a distinctive ideology 
over the years but also tell the PNP and its Nkrumaist allies in the Commoners 
Party that the new party believes in a society where men are justly and peaceably 
governed. In this respect, the examples of India, and to some extent France, 
Japan seem to stare the new party in the face. Institutions should be built 
around beliefs which minimise drastic changes in society when one party leaves 

the scene for another. Ideologically therefore this solution seems to be the 
best path to tread. 


The final issue turned out to be the most explosive issue during the negotiations 
with some parties demanding the disqualification of certain people even before the 
merger could be considered. This is the leadership issue. Since it was not 
resolved before the merger, it can be assumed that either the parties may have 
buried their differences on the matter or decided to raise them again at the 
Electoral College. The issue is still explosive because that has been our problem 
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since 1972. The suffering that Ghanaians have undergone all these years is the 
direct result of the crass, incompetent and grossly obtuse leadership that it 
has been our misfortume to experience. The ccncern of the Minority Parties over 
the leadership question is therefore proper. 


Requirements for Leadership 


If the new part arising out of this merger aims to give this country the govern- 
ment it deserves and bring back to the common man happiness, then whoever the 
leader is, is going to need qualities which many do not possess, even among the 
present leadership of the individual parties. It should be obvious that the job 
is not one for fainthearted men nor would the vacillating type find it comfortable. 
Indeed and the problem of finding a leader to take the new party to victory and 
more importantly organise men and resources for a solution of our problem is 

one to which the Electoral College must address itself with a sense of mission. 
It appears to me that in looking for qualities, several people have unnecessarily 
stretched the requirements too far forgetting conveniently that organisation, 
dedication and loyalty can put a goat at Castle easily. I can perceive only one 
quality as worthy of any profitable discussion but I would add another one just 
to examine it to see how valid it is in our society. These two are national 
appeal and experience. 


Other Criteria 


If the new party insists on national appeal I suggest ic should shift it from 
its ethnic base parameters to other interests, like, does the candidate appeal 
to professionals, industrial workers, farmers, fishermen, students, churches 
etcetera. This is a more positive contribution to the breaking down of the 
ethnic barriers than accentuating and exacerbating them through the negative 
approach. So much for national appeal. 


The other and last item is experience. I do pray and hope that the Electoral 
College will consiuer this a sine qua non for the leadership. There should be 
no question of new faces here at all. Not even the PNP believes in new faces. 
Alhaji Egala put up Sir Hilla only temporarily while he waged a legal battle to 
have his name cleared and by the time Egala became assured of his inability, it 
was too late to replace him. It is only on the exigencies of the moment that 
the PNP started rationalising the 'New Guard’ approach to the leadership. How- 
ever this time, they are stuck because either Old or New Guard in 1983, the 
invalidity of the New Guard approach will be obvious, what with the destruction 
of the economy by the New Guard! All the world over, experience is not lightly 
spurned. 


It is obvious that the world's respected leaders are not the unknown impetuous 
young ones but the old and tested, who have had long periods of apprenticeship. 
This is so, because it is only in experience that you get the three qualities 


vital for political leadership: firm political beliefs; the ability to organise 
and manage people and lastly a sense of history. 
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In view of all this some would be inclined to rate the chances of Victor Owusu 
very high. It should not be forgotten, however, that he has in his time aroused 
resentments of a very deep-seated kind in some quarters. Colonel Frank Bernasko 
has a dedicated and growing following, but his association with the military 
might create some problems for him in some directions. SDF's Ibrahim Mahama 
might also encounter some resentment because of his association with Acheampong’s 
Union Government. There is also John Bilson, an affable and likable person who 
has been in politics since 1969 but has not yet had opportunity to serve in any 
challenging position. It is not going to be an easy choice. Happily the deci- 
sion is with the Electoral College and the Electoral College must decide, bearing 
in mind the requirements of the presidential elections of 1983.

[Begin recording] This second visit I have paid to China is proof that the rela- 
tions which have existed between the Chinese and Malian peoples for several decades 
are very vital and good. These relations were further strengthened, as I stressed 
throughout my visit, through solid ties of friendship and cooperation which nothing 
can alter. 


I had the opportunity to meet the new Chinese leaders, following the deaths of two 
great personalities--Mao Zedong and Chou Enlai. I noticed that within the frame- 
work of international relations and particularly concerning the relations between 
China and Third World countries, Mao Zedong Thought provides continuity. Also, 

I was able to see for myself the real story of development based on the four 
modernizations. 


[Question] Mr President, while you were in China you visited the provinces and you 
held talks with the Chinese leaders, particularly with Deng Xiaoping, CCP Chairman 
Huang Hua, and Premier Zhao Ziyang. Can you tell us what you discussed at these 
talks?

U.S. INVITATION SEEN AS DIPLOMATIC VICTORY FOR MMM

two substantial diplomatic victories: the invitationtoits president and possible 
head of government Aneerood Jugnauth, to make an official visit to the United States 
as part of a State Department program; and the Berenger-Indira Gandhi meeting last 
Saturday in New Delhi. 


This "breakthrough" in the field of foreign affairs is of special significance for 
the party because (a) the American invitation to Aneerood Jugnauth precedes that 

for which Prime Minister Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam has already been waiting for sev- 
eral months for an opportunity to solicit financial assistance he says is aimed at 
"barring the road to communism," and because (b) Mr Berenger, for his part, made 
front page news in the Indian press (LE MAURICIEN yesterday), while up to now the 
Laborites had considered the Great Peninsula [Indian Subcontinent] their special 
political hunting grounds. 


How is the regime--shortcircuited in its relations with two great powers with whon, 
by virtue of ideological or ethnic affinities, it had woven "special ties"--going 
to react? 


Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolan, with the encouragement of Sir Gaetan Duval, believed he 
had finally reached the point where the United States, in the defense of its long- 
term interests, would put its well-known anticommmism before all other considera- 
tions and given open and massive support to the present govermentiagainst the 

MMM in hopes of curbing Soviet expansionism in the Indian Ocean. We here have con- 
sistently continued to argue the opposite. On Wednesday 24 June under the heading 
"Let Down by the West," we highlighted the fact that governmental statements about 
massive Western assistance were nothing but a bluff, that the West would let the 
Laborites fall and that it was not at all certain that Ramgoolam's traditional 
"allies" could not make an accommodation with a more leftist, but nationalist, 
Mauritian regime. Three weeks later, as if to send a signal to Government House as 
to the neutralist position it will adopt during the upcoming campaign, the United 
States invited Jugnauth for an official visit to the State Department, whereas last 
year Jean-Claude de 1'Estrac was only received unofficially, in his capacity as 
editor of the NOUVEAU MILITANT. If Ramgoolam has not yet understood, he will never 
understand! 
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Washington seems to be sending the Isle of Mauritius a double message through the 
invitation extended to Mr Jugnauth: (a) the United States will not directly inter- 
vene in the political campaign by throwing the Laborites an economic life-buoy at 
the last minutes; (b) an MMM/PSM government would not be completely unacceptable if 
the MMM, once in power, kept itself within the bounds of a nationalism and a neutral- 
ism with which the Western capitals have for some years now already learned to live. 
If that analysis is correct, one entire pillar of Labor's campaign strategy col- 
lapses. 


The "Indian lesson" also merits our attention. Paul Berenger, unlike Aneerood Jug- 
nauth, cannot exploit his official status as leader of the opposition to get him- 
self received in high places. It was in his capacity as secretary general of the 
MMM that he was received--for a 40-minute audience--both by India's prime minister, 
Indira Gandhi, and by the Indian foreign minister, to discuss the great problems in 
this part of the world. The political implication of the gesture is clear: the 
Laborites, traditionally close to India for obvious historical reasons, are no longer 
the only ones to have the ear of the uncontested rulers of India and who can wield 
so much weight in the Third World and among the nonaligned. It now remains to be 
seen whether, as between the closer ideological affinities which exist between Mrs 
Gandhi's Congress Party and the MMM, particularly in foreign policy, and the senti- 
mental affinities with the Laborites arising out of a common cultural heritage, 

Mrs Gandhi witl in future make Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam her privileged interlocutor 
or, on the contrary, turn toward Jugnauth and Berenger. 


For a long time the prime minister has worked to create an image apart in India, 
invoking the ties which for 150 years have linked the Indian and Mauritian people, 
exploiting his personal friendships, and working through the Indian High Commissioners 
posted to Mauritius. Today, however, it would seem that on the problems of the 
Indian Ocean, southern Africa, the role of the nonaligned, the concepts of neutralism 
and socialism, there is a closer convergence of views between the Gandhi government 
and the MMM/PSM than between New Delhi and a Labor regime which is ready to recog- 
nize the rights of the United States and Great Britain to a military presence on 
Diego Garcia, 1,000 miles off the coast of India. Ramgoolam has long thought he 
could fool everyone: now, everyone seems to see his game clearly. 


If the events in the coming weeks confirm these impressions, Ramgoolam would then 
be more isolated than ever in the face of the opposition and of the crisis. For 
everywhere from the Isle of Reunion (where the French socialist administration will 
soon be established, along with the decentralization announced by Mitterrand) to 
Madagascar, including the Seychelles, Tanzania, Mozambique and India, most of the 
countries in the region would seem to be closer to the MMM than to the prime min- 
ister. So what seems to be in store for Sir Seewoosagur? While Washington sends 
an invitation to Jugnauth, London refuses to help the prime minister by concluding 
once and for all a solution to the problem of the "Islanders" [removed from Diego] 
and of Diego; Paris is only offering a few fishing boats in lieu of the massive 
assistance he was expecting from Giscard; Mrs Gandhi receives his main adversary. 
Ratsiraka and Rene are cool toward him. Australia is establishing direct contacts 
with the MMM. Libya is playing its usual role. While the MMM is gaining in inter- 
national status, Ramgoolam might well be holding the endorsement of only Botha's 
South Africa and Abdallah's Comoros. With the elections coming up in only a few 
months, these prospects offer scant satisfaction for a man who has always built the 
success of his foreign policy on the solid foundation of his relations with his "old 
friends."

DIEGO GARCIA, ILOIS QUESTIONS EXPLORED 
British Compensation for Diego Garcia 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 23 Jul 81 p 4 


fText7 In spite of the setback at the London conference, the 
Ilois Support Committee of the Fraternal Organizations /OF7 is 
not giving up hope of obtaining adequate compensation from the 
British government (8 million pounds sterling; i.e., 153 
million rupees) without, however, renouncing the rights of the 
Ilois to return to Diego Garcia one day. Giving an account 
yesterday morning of the steps taken by the OF leaders during 
their stay in the British capital, Elie Michel announced that 
the OF has retained the services of a famous English attorney, 
John MacDonald, who has agreed to file a suit against Mrs 
Thatcher's government in British courts. The purpose of this 
lawsuit: to make the conservative English government pay what 
it had refused to pay during the London negotiations. 


The OF support committee seems confident of having found the "right man," which could 
change certain things in the Mauritian-British dispute over the cession of Diego 
Garcia. John MacDonald, whom Elie Michel and Mmes Charlezia Alexis and Naik met 
through the intermediary of an attorney, Stephen Crozy, of Bindman & Partners 
(solicitors), is a specialist in the defense of human rights. Several years ago, he 
succeeding in recovering Badanos Island (in the Pacific) for its inhabitants. The 
English and Americans had taken over the island under circumstances almost identical 
to those of Diego Garcia. 


It was agreed between the OF and MacDonald that the latter would come toMauritius in 
a few weeks, while an OF delegation would go to London to prepare the lawsuit. 


Because this initiative obviously involves enormous funds, the OF is counting on the 
"effective solidarity" of all Mauritians through a series of activities which it will 
organize in the near future to gather the needed money. The OF British government 
lawsuit to ke undertaken by John MacDonald will be the second filed in the British 
courts in the name of the Ilois, following that of Mr Venkatassen, whose attorney is 
Bernard Sheridan. However, Venkatassen is only representing himself. 


What is more, the opinion OF leaders have of the London conference is more nuanced 
than that already expressed by the other parties who made up the Mauritian delegation. 
Unlike the other delegations, the OF delegation feels that it was well received by 
the English. 
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"Although we did not get what we wanted, even so we were able to express ourselves 
normally and to pass along the message of the Ilois," Elie Michel said. "The fact 
that the English asked the Mauritian delegation to have the Ilois renounce their 
rights to return to Diego implies that Chagos belongs to Mauritius." 


The OF leaders also met in London with the ambassadors of Tanzania and India who 
promised to inform President Julius Nyerere and Indira Gandhi of the real situation 
of the Ilois on Mauritius and of the Diego Garcia problem. The OF also approached 
London companies which will make gifts of old clothing and food to the Ilois. These 
gifts will be transported free of charge by ALITALIA. A support committee was also 
established in London by a Mauritian emigre, Toubule Mohun. 


Finally, the Fraternal Organization intends to demostrate in front of the British 
High Commissariat on Mauritius on Wednesday, 29 July, the day of Prince Charles' 
wedding. "A demonstration which will not be directed against the marriage itself 

but against the fact that the English are organizing grandiose and costly celebrations 
while on Mauritius the Ilois are slowly dying in their hovels," the OF said. 


Berenger Reports on the Mission to London 


Elsewhere, several actions will be initiated in the coming weeks as a sign of soli- 
darity with the Ilois. Paul Berenger, who gave a report yesterday on the discussions 
of the Mauritian delegation with the British authorities, denounced the attitude of 
the English as "inhuman and intransigeant" during a press conference. The MMM | 
secretary general was much harsher with respect to the English than with the Mauritian 

prime minister, whom he reproached, however, of having concealed from the members 

of the delegation the existence of the document relating to the acceptance of the 

650,000 pounds sterling offered by the British government. 


By doing this, according *o Paul Berenger, the prime minister deprived members of 

the delegation of the cards they could have used during the discussions. The English 
thoroughly exploited this argument, emphasizing that the new proposal of 1.25 million 
pounds sterling was an “ex gratia payment." Here, too, the prime minister did not 
inform the members of the Mauritian delegation that this offer was final. 


With respect to the solidarity actions which will be taken, Berenger announced that 
an initial meeting withthe Ilois will be held in Roche Bois next Sunday and that a 
demonstration will take place in the Jardin de la Compagnie, in front of the British 
High Commissariat on Wednesday, 29 July, Prince Charles' wedding day. This demon- 
stration will be followed the next day by a meeting of the National Front for Support 
of the Ilois (FNSI) and the OF/Ilois committee. 


Berenger then gave an account of the interview granted to LE MAURICIEN by the leader 
of the PMSD /Mauritian Social Democratic Party/ on the problem of the Ilois and the 
cession of Chagos. He recalled that India since 1965 and the MMM since 1969 have 
maintained that the British decisio to separate Chagos from Mauritian territory is 
illegal and contrary to UN resolutions concerning the dividing up of a territory 
before it obtains independence. To maintain otherwise, according to Berenger, would 
be unworthy of a patriot. 
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PT Favors Diplomatic Channels 
Port Louis THE NATION in French 29 Jul 81 ppl, 4 


{Text7 Sir Kher Jagatsingh, secretary general of the Labor Party /PT/7, is of the 
opinion that a fight at the diplomatic level can reestablish the rights of Mauritius 
of Diego Garcia. Any action taken, he said, should of necessity reflect a national 
consensus and a unanimous voice. 


Sir Kher expressed this wish to the press yesterday at 2400 hours, after having 
received members of the National Front for the Support of the Ilois. He said that 
the only safe course would be at the diplomatic level and that it will be necessary 
to undertake common action at the national level to force the British and American 
governments to recognize the rights of the Mauritian people on Diego Garcia. 


It is this unanimity and consensus which will be the basis of all concrete actions 
to induce these two powers to accept the Mauritian cause, Sir Kher added. 


In this context he denounced the attitude of the MMM, one of the entities of this 
movement, for continuing to make this problem part of its election strategy, a stalking- 
horse for the upcoming elections. "As a party responsible for change, the Labor 

Party categorically refuses to have this problem on its back. 


The MMM has done everything it could to make us responsible. But our position is 
clear. 


"The Diego Garcia archipelago is Mauritian property. The excision of this island 
from our territory is immoral and illegal," the PT secretary general emphasized. 


Reviewing the history of the excision, Sir Kher noted that the dismantling of Diego 
Garcia was accomplished at a time when the country was divided on the question of 
independence. 


He went on to say that at the time of the cmstitutional negotiations in 1965, one 
faction of the populace had objected to independence. Even Jules Koenig had failed 
to raise an objection. "What more could we have done?" he wondered aloud. "It is 
the work of the imperialist powers. There was India, the Congo, Vietnam...” 


Sir Kher added that since Diego Garcia is still theproperty of Mauritius the country 
should benefit from its maritime rights and exploitation of its resources. 


Sir Kher took advantage of the opportunity to bring up certain activities which the 
Labor Party intends to engage in during the next few weeks. 


He said that a series of public meetings will be held shortly in accordance with a 
schedule to be established by the Ringadoo committee. In a related connection, the 
deadline for submission of suggestions for the wording of the next Labor Party mani- 
festo was extended to this Monday. 


The document will be ready sometime next month. It will be submitted to the 


executive committee for ratification and then to a special Congress which will be 
held in September or October 1981. 
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Negotiations with Thatcher, Reagan

[Text7 Members of the Mauritian delegation which traveled to London in June 1981 to 
discuss the problems of the Ilois voted yesterday during a meeting to request Sir 
Seewoosagur Ramgoolam to resume negotiations with Margaret Thatcher and R. Reagan, 
president of the United States. In a letter which members of the delegation will 
transmit to Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam next week they also request that he respond 
officially to the figure of 1,200 Ilois and compensation of 650,000 pounds sterling 
“as full and final settlement" which were offered by the British authorities during 
the London negotiations. 


What is more, they are going to suggest that the prime minister make television 
facilities available to the Ilois in order to make the Mauritians aware of the fate 
of the Ilois. It was also decided that the ad hoe,committee chaired by B. Bacha will 
resume its work on Monday, 10 August 1981. This committee will have the task of 
examining certain specific demands of the Ilois, particularly those involving social 
services and fiscal concessions. 


All these decisions which were made during the morning at the government office by 

members of the delegation were communicated to the Ilois yesterday afternoon by Paul 

Berenger during a meeting held in the Jardin de la Compagnie by the National Front | 
for the Support of the Ilois. | 


During this meeting, other Front speakers reaffirmed their support for the struggle 
of the Ilois. 


Before the meeting, members of the Front had walked in procession through some of the 
Capital's streets. Carrying signs and banners upon which one could read words hostile 
to the British authorities, the demonstrators shouted slogans hostile to Mrs Thatcher.

TRADE DEFICIT WARNING LAUNCHED 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 29 Jul 81 ppl, 4 


{Text7 Over 12 months the country's imports have increased by 
64 percent, while exports are up 2.6 percent. 


The balance of trade of the Isle of Mauritius has experienced 

a record deficit of Rs [tupees7 1.87 billion during fiscal year 
1980-81, according to statistics published in the official 
journel, for an increase of 64 percent over the previous 

fiscal year, when the deficit had reached Rs 1.14 billion. 

In numerical terms, the country's trade deficit was Rs 730.8 
million more in 1980-81 than in the previous year. 


Imports during the fiscal year 1980-81 reached nearly Rs 5 billion. More precisely: 
Rs 4.99 million, compared to Rs 4.18 billion in 1979-80, for an increase of Rs 810 
million. Such a major increase in imports between one year and the next, topping the 
1 billion mark, is quite simply astronomical in terms of the country's resources. 
Especially since the country's exports during the last 12 months (fiscal year 1980-81) 
increased to Rs 3.12 billion, compared to Rs 3.04 billion the previous year, for an 
increase of close to Rs 80 million or only 2.6 percent above last year. These figures 
prove that the Isle of Mauritius continues to live beyond its means. 


This conclusion can also be reached by studying the figures compiled on a monthly 
basis. In May 1980, the Isle of Mauritius had a trade deficit of Rs 18.7 million. 


In June of this year a deficit of Rs 268.1 million [was repor ted/ for the month just 
passed, In May, June, and July 1981 the figures were respectively Rs 197.5 million, 
Rs 245.1 million, and Rs 266.7 million. 


Although trade fluctuates from one month to the next and from one year to the next, 
it is still true that the gap shown by these figures is very large and points to 
frantic importation, as well as purely monetary factors: the decline of the rupee 
against the hard currencies of the exporting countries; but if it were only a monetary 
question, and nothing else, our exports would have benefited very substantially; in 
fact, the only increased 2.6 percent, compared to a 64 percent increase in imports. 

It is clear, therefore, that a firm brake must be put on imports, if we are not to 

run straight into catastrophe. 
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We note that oil products weigh very heavily in our overall import bill. They 
amounted to Rs 667.3 million in 1980, for an increase in excess of 300 percent over 
1974, when the figure was only Rs 161.5 million. We are not far from paying a 
billion rupees for petroleum purchases alone. The development of new energy sources 
is being carried out much too slowly to here make a tangible impact on the oil bill, 
though the situation is otherwise in the United States and other countries. The 
government has not removed the taxes on the materials and equipment or apparatuses 
that would need to be imported in order to utilize the renewable and free energy of 


the wind and the sun, etc. In the agricultural domain, excessive dependence on the 
outside is increasing worse than before. 


The way things are going, one wonders where the Isle of Mauritius is heading.

SAUDI AID PROPOSALS FOR OIL, AIRPORT, REVIEWED 
Oil, Northern Airport Assistance 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 20 Jul 81 p 4 


fText7 Saudi Arabia is ready to sell Mauritius crude oil at a preferential price and 
to finance part of the northern airport project. Housouf Mohamed, outgoing Mauritian 
ambassador to Cairo, who returned to the country yesterday, said that Prime Minister 
Seewoosagur Ramgoolam will once again discuss these two subjects with the brother of 
King Khalid, Prince Turki Abdel Aziz, on 31 July 1981 in Marbella, Spain, at the 
private residence of the prince. 


Y. Mohamed is in fact the bearer of an official invitation to Sir Seewoosagur 
Ramgoolam from Prince Abdel Aziz. This meeting will also be attended by the 
Mauritian honorary consul to Saudi Arabia, Sheikh Yousuf Al Khereiji. The latter 
was officially presented to Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam by Y. Mohamed during his 
next-to-last visit to London 2 weeks ago. Sheikh Al Khereiji has been invited by 
Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam to come to Mauritius. 


Yesterday Mohamed explained the circumstances which caused him to discuss these two 
questions with his brother, King Khalid. A few days ago, Mohamed received a telegram 
from the Mauritian government signed by the minister of employment, O. Saccaram, about 
the possibilities of the Saudis' financing the northern airport project. After 
receiving the telegram, Mohamed, accompanied by Sheikh Al Khereiji, met with Prince 
Abdel Aziz to discuss the entire question. It was-during these discussions that the 
possibility of selling crude oil to Mauritius was also brought up. However, as 
Mohamed had already assigned from his position, no official discussion could take 
place. Prince Abdel Aziz then agreed to meet with Sir Seewoogasur Ramgoolam on 31 
July 1981 at his private residence in Spain to discuss these two questions in depth. 


During the discussions Mohamed had with the brother of King Khalid, the prince also 
mentioned the fact that his country might provide Mauritius with the facilities for 
refining oil. 


As regards the visit now being undertaken by MMM deputy Swaley Kasenally to Saudi 
Arabia at the invitation of Sheikh Yamani, Mohamed said that "he will not get a 
thing" from the Saudis. Why not? For the good and simple reason that he is an MMM 
deputy, Mohamed replied. In fact, according to Mohamed, Saudi authorities "did not 
take kindly" to an article which appeared in LE NOUVEAU MILITANT, the official organ 
of the MMM, whose editor is Jean Claude de l'Estrac, MMM phantom minister of foreign 
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affairs, in which dishonest and untrue allegations were made against Saudi Arabia. 
This morning, before going to his office on rue Georges Guibert--tomorrow he returns 
to the practice of law--Y. Mohamed will go to see the deputy prime minister, Sir 
Veerasamy Ringadoo, to deliver the official invitation from Prince Turki Abdel Aziz. 


Finally, Mohamed said that he was considering going back into active politics in 
Mauritius. 


Doctors, Male Nurses Recruited 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN 25 Jul 81 pl 


[Text7 Saudi Arabia is prepared to recruit an unlimited number of Mauritian doctors 
and male nurses, provided they are graduates of French or English universities or 
training centers. This statement was made yesterday afternoon during a press con- 
ference by Beergunuth Ghurburrun, minister of health, upm his return from a trip 
to Saudi Arabia. He added that Saudi Arabia wishes to help Mauritius, which will 
also soon receive medical equipment worth 6 million riyals (1 riyal is worth about 
3 rupees) from the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia. The minister also announced the visit 
to Mauritius in October of Dr Hussein Al Gezally, Saudi Arabian minister of health. 


Thus, 92 percent of the doctors in Saudi Arabia are foreigners. The minister feels | 
that unemployed doctors could benefit from these possibilities of employment in 
Saudi Arabia, as can male nurses. According to Ghurburrun, there are 80 male nurses | 
who were graduated from English schools and are seeking employment at present. The 

starting salaries proposed by the Saudi government for doctors are 4,000 riyals; 

i.e., 10,000 to 12,000 rupees, and can reach 7,000 riyals after 15 years of service. 

Doctors recruited to work in Saudi Arabia will also be given a housing allowance, 

50 percent of their initial salary for relocating to Saudi Arabia and paid trips to 

Mauritius for vacations. Male nurses will receive a base salary of 900 riyals. 


The Minister of Health also emphasized the urgency of establishing an embassy in 

Riyadh rather than in Cairo, which would have jurisdiction in the other Arab countries. 
To resolve the unemployment problem among doctors, the Ministry of Health is also 
considering the strengthening of its preventive health service and the decentrali- 
zation of medicine to dispensaries, so that hospitals will only take in cases needing 
intensive care or surgery.

FUEL USE REDUCTION--Consumption of fuel has declined in Mauritius since the price 
increase recently approved by the government. This reduction reflects a normal 
tendency of consumption, the results of which are that few cars are seen on the 

roads, patronage of buses has increased remarkably, and there are a growing number 

of "available" parking places in the streets of Port Louis. According to statistics 
put out by the importing firms, consumption of fuel has been continuously declining 
over the last 3 weeks. This tendency is expected to continue, for a projection 

made by these same companies indicates that consumption will not exceed 10 million 
gallons by the end of the year. Cince 1976, gasoline sales have been constantly fluc- 
tuating. That year, 10,599 gallons were sold. In 1977, total consumption reached 
12,800,000 gallons. The following year, it was to show a substantial increase, 
reaching 13,800,000. In 1979, vehicles on Mauritius consumed 13,260,000. That was 

the year the trend toward a decline first showed up. Between 1979 and 1980, con- 
sumption underwent a drastic drop, reaching only 10,800,000. An investigation 

Carried out by the NATION with filling stations in several regions of the country 
confirmed that the decline in consumption will become more marked in the months 

ahead. The decline in consumption, which has a direct impact on the income of regional 
distributors, has obliged the latter to reduce their purchase quotas with the importers. 
Also, a study undertaken recently by the ministry of works on trends in bus utilization 
in getting to work in Port-Louis on week-days indicates that since the recent fuel 
price increase, the number of passengers has increased substantially on the country's 
primary routes. By contrast, the same investigation showed that since the increase 

in fares, the number of regular bus riders on holidays and week-ends has gone down 

at least 15 percent. This figure was confirmed for the NATION by Emmanuel Bussier, 

the minister of works. It must also be observed that the parking problem along the 
main arteries of Port Louis and other cities in the country has practically dis-

SPECIAL PRICE FOR TAXIS--Given the country's economic condition, the government finds 
itself unable to provide 2 gallons of gas at a discount price, as demanded by the 
country's taxi-drivers. In fact, yesterday morning, Sir Veerasamy Ringadoo listened 
attentively to the many complaints brought forth by the taxi drivers union. He said 
that if the government were ever to provide 2 gallons of gas at the price of Rs

CONTROL, DISCIPLINE DEPARTMENTS’ FUNCTIONS DESCRIBED 
Maputo TEMPO in Portuguese 9 Aug 81 p 16 


[Excerpts] The departments of control and discipline must intensify their activities 
and become more attuned to the main aspect of their task: communication between the 
State apparatus and the people. This was the most important conclusion reached at a 
recent meeting held at the party's Central Committee headquarters and chaired by the 
Central Committee secretary for ideological work, Maj Gen Jorge Rebelo. Participants 
at this meeting included officials from the departments of control and discipline in 
the various Ministries, as well as representatives from the principal information 

| organs. 








According to the radio program A VOZ DA FRELIMO [Voice of FRELIMO], the goal of the 
meeting was to analyze a number of issues related to the letters sent by readers to 
the information organs. Many of these letters refer to problems that should be 
solved by the departments of control and discipline. However, very few people 
address themselves to these departments when they want to register a complaint in 
relation to some state function. 


It is wrong to have recourse to the press, as long as the departments of control and 
discipline were established to ensure this communication between the state apparatus 
and the people. 


However, A VOZ DA FRELIMO continued, in most of the Ministries, these departments 
were more attuned to their own disciplinary problems rather than to their relations 
with the people. Moreover, the program added, the people are not accustomed to 
addressing themselves directly to the state organisms about their problems. 





The meeting concluded that the activities of these departments must be intensified. 

As a first step, it was decided that their functions must be more systematically and 
more broadly advertised, so that the people will understand what they represent and 

report to them any anomalous situation within the state apparatus. 


A VOZ DA FRELIMO stressed that people should not stop writing to the press. Actually, 
only a certain percentage of the letters refer to situations that fall within the 
competence of the departments of control and discipline. Moreover, the cases with 
which the departments will deal should also be published in the press, as long as it 
is justified to do so. The radio program concluded by saying that the meeting decided 
to establish structures of communication between the departments and the press that 
will function under the supervision of the party.

REFUGEES COMPLAIN ABOUT INCREASED MRM ACTIVITY

[Excerpt] Chipinga, Zimbabwe, August 20--More than a thousand Mozambican peasants 
have fled to Zimbabwe to escape widespread fighting between the Mozambican Army 
and an allegedly South African-backed rebel band, according to reports gathered 
by newsmen along Zimbabwe's southeastern border with Mozambique. 


The refugees have left the mountainous Mozambican side of the border and have 
settled here in squatter camps at the edge of lush tea plantations. 


The refugees complain that their corn fields are pounded by mortar fire and their 
villages are attacked at night. The people say they are especially terrorized by 
the anti-government group known as the Mozambique Resistance Movement (MRM), 
which demands food from the villages by day and at night kills community leaders 
and burns down the huts of those who support the government forces. 


Joshua Mlambo, like many people from the Chipinga area, has relatives living on 
the Mozambican side of the border. 


"Normally they will come in the evening or very early in the moming", said 
Mlambo of the rebel MRM bands. "The targets are in most cases members of the 
local government committees...if their informers say that you are a strong 
government supporter then you must die." 


No Message 


Mr. Mlambo said that the rebel group does not promote any strong political 
message except to spread general denunciations against the socialisi Mozambican 
government. 


The people say they suffer from both sides. If they are forced at gunpoint to 
give food to the MRM forces, then the army punishes the village. for aiding the 
rebels. 


MRM activities are hurting the plans of the Zimbabwe government to transport 
their exports and imports through Mozambique's port of Beira. The MRM's sabo- 
tage attacks have hindered rail and highway traffic. 
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Mozambican and Zimbabwean authorities are sensitive about the border war and 
official] information about the situation is scarce. But recently the Mozambican 
ambassador to Zimbabwe, Rafael Maguni, said that attacks by the rebel group 
derail railroad wagons, halting traffic on the railways for up to three days. 


Both the Zimbabwe and Mozambique governments have blamed South Africa and diplo- 
mats in Salisbury agree that South Africa is supporting the group. 


Protected Villages 


Mozambicans who have fled to Zimbabwe say they have seen helicopters flying 
supplies in to the anti-government group. A Zimbabwean pilot said he saw a 
French-made Puma helicopter--the type *hat South Africa uses--flying along the 
Mozamoican border. 


Mozambique's Frelimo (Liberation Front) Army is not having much success in wiping 
out the guerrilla-style group and, ironically, has begun resorting to tactics 
used by the Rhodesian forces against the guerrillas in Zimbabwe. 


In an attempt to deprive the MRM bands of their source of food, the government 
forces have gathered the rural people into "protected villages" such as the 
Rhodesian forces used to prevent Zimbabwean peasants from supporting Mr. Mugabe's 
guerrillas. 


Frelimo officials have also come here to the Chipinga area in Zimbabwe to request 
that the refugees return to Mozambique. 


The refugees, fearful of both the guerrillas and the government army, say they 
want to stay in peaceful Zimbabwe until the fighting in Mozambique stops. And 
that appears to be a long tim away. (A.F.P.)

YOUNG TRAINEES BACK FROM CUBA, GDR WELCOMED

[Text] "With your return and the upcoming departure of other 
cadres for professional training abroad, we feel that the ranks 
of ur army of workers in the battle against underdevelopment 

are continuing to swell," noted Teodato Hunguana, minister of 
justice and acting minister of labor, during a welcoming cere- 
mony held yesterday in the capital for the first group of young 
workers returning to the country after attending various courses 
in Cuba and the GDR. 


A total of 26 workers constitute these groups, which left in 1979. The first 
group, with nine members, attended a professional training course in the repair 
of vehicles, specifically, IFA trucks, farm machinery, tractors and combines, in 
the GDR. The other group of 17 attended intermediate courses in the scientific 
organization of labor, hygiene and security, in the Republic of Cuba. 


Also attending the welcoming ceremony were families of the recently returned grad- 
uates, guests from several ministries and the ODM, as well as hundreds of other 
young workers who will soon go to the same countries for similar training. 


In reports presented on that occasion, the two groups gave an accounting of their 
activities in the course of their training. They stressed the hospitality and 
assistance provided by the peoples of the two socialist countries. 


"The first phase is finished. We have been trained. There is still another puase, 
however, to be conducted among our workers. We will not only put into practice 
what we have learned, but we will also teach others," one of the reports stressed.

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PROMISING PROSPECTS IN FIELD OF NATURAL GAS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 10 Aug 81 p 8 


[Text] Four foreign firms have now supplied the Secretariat for Coal and Hydrocarbons 
with proposals for carrying out the first phase of exploration aimed at precisely 
evaluating the occurrences of gas--and possibly petroleum--in the Pande and Buzi zones 
and adjacent areas. Seismic surveys are to begin this year so that the drilling can 
be done in 1982. 


A number of important projects for exploiting Pande's natural gas are also being 
studied. One of them calls for building big complexes for producing urea from ammonia 
and working iron ore. 


It is already known that Mozambique has large deposits, chiefly in Pande, Temane, and 
Buzi. In addition, the entire onshore zone between Beira and Inhambane is recognized 
as having a high potential for the occurrence of gas, and there is also good reason 
to believe that petroleum exists at greater depths. 


Of the known gas deposits, Pande appears to have the largest reserves. Its potential 
has not been correctly evaluated, however, because of the insufficient data available 
so far. Because of the poor quality of the seismic and geological data obtained to 
date concerning those reserves, it has not been possible to determine precisely the 
characteristics and dimensions of the industrial complexes to be built in the area 

to process that important raw material. 


The prospecting work now to be carried out therefore constitutes a basic starting 
point for the construction of those complexes. The prospecting work will consist of 
seismic surveys and drilling in Pande, Buzi, and adjacent areas. 


The four firms that have submitted proposals for doing that work are INGECO [expan- 
sion unknown] of Italy, the CGG [expansion unknown] of France, Geosource of the 
United States, and MINERALIMPEX [expansion unknown] of Bulgaria. 


An official in the Secretariat for Coal and Hydrocarbons told our reporters that the 
meetings with ali those firms could not have gone better. 


The cost of the work is estimated at around $6 million (approximately 222,000 contos). 


The work necessary to collect data considered sufficient will involve about 1,000 
kilometers of seismic profiles. 
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Studies made by a number of consultants concerning the gas potential in the Pande 
field point to proven and recoverable reserves of about 18 billion cubic meters. The 
same studies indicate possible recoverable reserves of up to 60 billion cubic meters. 


Although those figures may be somewhat distorted, it is considered certain that the 
existing natural gas potential is sufficient for supplying large complexes for the 
production of urea and sponge iron. 


In the opinion of experts in the field, the data that may begin to be available next 
year concerning those hydrocarbon reserves will permit an immediate start on constru 
tion of the industrial complexes. Among other things, those plants will insure Mozau- 
bique of complete self-sufficiency in urea-based fertilizers starting with the last 
half of this decade. 


The search for hydrocarbons in Mozambique began in 1905, but activity did not pick up 
until after World War II. At that time, four consortiums were especially important 
in exploration: Gulf O0il-Pan American-Amoco, Sunray, Aquitaine, and Hunt. 


The exploration took place both onshore and offshore, with the completion of 25,000 
kilometers of seismic lines, 12 offshore wells, and 48 onshore wells. 


It was during that time that the gas fields in Pande, Buzi, and Temane were discovered. 
Traces of gas, petroleum, and bitumens were also detected in some of the holes. It 
was noted, however, that the work done was insufficient, since there was no informa- 
tion as to the limits and reserves of the deposits discovered or, consequently, as to 
their economic viability for certain purposes. 


Moreover, the entire technology used in that surveying work is now considered totally 
out of date, given the great growth and improvement that have taken place in that 
strategic sector of the world's economy. This means that new geophysical methods 
used in petroleum prospecting may reveal new deposits that could not be detected be- 
fore. 


In the course of the surveying work that was done, a fierce fire broke out in October 
1965 in a well in the Pande field. It was not put out until 31 January 1967. It is 
assumed that about 10 or 15 percent of the gas existing there was lost.

exploded like a bomb. 


I bet no one remained indifferent to such earth-shaking news. This was the answer 
to an eternal and boring wait. 


The decentralization of the control and management of hotel units through their trans- 
fer [to private management] was viewed as the beginning of a better era. 


No one, however, could imagine what would happen. On 17 June, Radio Mozambique 
broadcast an interview with CIT director Mario Trindade, who stated that within 3 or 
4 months, there would be a general improvement in restaurant service in the city of 
Maputo. The argument in support of this assertion was the transfer he also mentioned 
at the time. He added that the criteria to be used for such transfers were related 
to the rehabilitation and operational plan to be presented by the candidates. On 
this basis, if we are to understand Mario Trindade clearly, the adoption of such cri- 
teria entailed previous study. The results of such study would serve to adopt the 
modalities involved in the transfers. 


Such being the case, we thought that the fundamental premises for the transfers were 
already established. 


How, then, is one to understand the fact that the CIT has stopped the transfer pro- 
cess "in order to study the proposals that were submitted and review the methodology"? 


Two months ago, the CIT director was mentioning the transfers, but only now, after all 
this time, candidates are asked to submit their plans. At this rate, we shall see 
no improvement before June 1983!

CONTINUED EXISTENCE OF SPECULATORS DEPLORED

[Excerpts] '"Muchololi” is the name given to the speculators who abound today, 
especially in our country's urban centers. They can be frequently found in the su- 
burbs as well as in the center of Greater Maputo. 


Their activity consists in purchasing, through all kinds of deals, any foodstuffs 
available to be then resold at exorbitant prices. 


One can find, at the "Muchololi," from bread to beer and soft drinks, from soap to-- 
incredibly--gas. If one has enough money, one can buy their chickens and eggs, rice, 
potatoes, meat or fish. 


As a rule, the "Muchololi" have one or more accomplices in soft drink plants or in 
shops and distributing firms, who receive a percentage on the sale of the items. 


The "Muchololi" did not emerge after independence. They were around in colonial 
times too; their presence is more noticeable today because of the shortage of some 
items on the market. They are opportunists, who profit from a crisis to siphon off 
as large a profit as possible. In general, they do not work, living off their deals, 
.ut there are others who are employed or have their own "business."' The latter 
usually work in a field that permits them to acquire the items needed for their 
"extracurricular" activities. 


The "Muchololi" are, therefore, a social evil to which it is very difficult to put a 
stop. In the course of the political and organizational offensive, some were detected 
and neutralized, but others immediately cropped up to replace them. 


When soft drink plants and others will take care of production and distribution pro- 
blems, when the new supply system will be well established, when certain items will 


no longer be in short supply, perhaps the institution of the "Muchololi"--so well 
known among us--will fade away.

LEASED SHIP RUNS AGROUND, DIFFICULTIES FORESEEN 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 5 Aug 81 p 1

[Text] The "Castle Glory," the largest of the six ships currently engaged in 
coastal shipping here, ran aground at 0300 hours on 1 August. The accident oc- 
curred off Timbwe, at the mouth of the Zambeze River, about 30 miles from Chinde. 
The 16-man crew is completely safe. 


The cause of the accident is not yet known, but maritime technicians reached by 
our reporters point to possible navigation errors. Of the 16 sailors serving aboard 
the ship on this trip, 5 are foreigners, including the captain. 


Regarding navigating conditions, the same sources said that area of the coast is 
dangerous because of the many sand banks that have formed at the mouth of the Zam- 
beze. Safety conditions are currently within normal standards, however, including 
the fact that the Timur beacon is functioning. 


The "Castle Glory" left Beira at 1530 hours on 31 July, headed for Nacala. It had 
about 2,400 tons of general cargo aboard, including 1,298 tons of sugar. It was 
also carrying various vehicles and machinery. The total value of the cargo is es- 
timated in the tens of thousands of contos. 


The situation is considered particularly sensitive because, given the conditions 
under which the ship ran aground, it will be difficult to float it. The ship bot- 
tomed at a time when the sea was high. The sea should not reach the same level 

it was at the time of the accident until 17 August. During this period, there will 
be times when the depth in the area of the ship will be only about 1 meter. 


These conditions, aggravated by the fact that this is an area of heavy waves, make 
recovery operations extremely difficult. Asked if it would be possible to jet- 
tison part of the cargo to reduce the weight of the ship, in order to float it and 
save what is essential, a technician said this "would be difficult." Given the 
characteristics of the ship, eve, 90 tons of jettisoned would lower the water line 
by only 10 centimeters. 


Emergency measures to save the ship are under study, while the causes of the acci- 


dent are being investigated. Yesterday there was an aerial survey of the shipwreck 
area. A team of maritime specialists and merchant marine officers has already gone 
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to the locale. It is feared that by 17 August, when it might be technically pos- 
sible to float the ship, it may already be too late, because the ship may not be 
able to withstand the pounding of the surf, or possible storms, until then. 


The "Castle Glory" has a maximum capacity of 2,470 tons. It is about 90 meters 
long and has a 6.90-meter draft. Owned by Greek ship chandlers, it has been oper- 
ating in Mozambique since 1980. It was initially chartered by the "Anfrena" and, 
since the geginning of this year, by the "Navique." It has been in operation for 
about 25 years. "“Navique" is paying $1,900 per day for the charter. The charter 
contract stipulates that payment will not be made if the ship is not operable, as 
in the present case. 


The accident is considered particularly serious, primarily because the ship is the 
largest now in service for domestic coastal shipping. The total capacity of the 
Mozambican coastal fleet is 18,943 cubic meters, distributed over six ships. The 
"Castle Glory" represents 23.5 percent of this figure. In the first quarter of 
this year it transported 18,298 tons. 


In the next 6 months, the ship was expected to transport about 20,000 tons. Inter- 


ruptionof its activitywill certainly aggravate the already difficult coastal ship- 
ping situation.

WASHINGTON'S ALLEGED CARTE BLANCHE--The United States reaffirmed yesterday its in- 
tention to support South African aggression against Angolan territory by declaring 
that Washington is not willing to normalize relations with the People's Republic of 
Angola. The statement was made by Department of State spokesman Alan Romberg, who 
pointed to the "Cuban presence" on Angolan soil as the reason for the refusal to 
normalize diplomatic relations between the two countries. Washington's hostility 
became more obvious following information from Kinshasa that the White House has 
approved political asylum in the United States for 73 former FNLA militants from the 
Holden Roberto faction, an Angolan counter-revolutionary movement now extinct. The 
same sources added that the former FNLA fighters left Zaire on Thursday on board a 
U.S. plane. Observers in the region believe that the United States now intendes to 
arm Jonas Savimbi's UNITA, operating in northern Namibia with South African support.

SPECIAL PRIVILEGES ABOLISHED--"Opportunism and abuses by elements of the police, the 
militia and vigilance groups must end," Carlos Raposa Pereira stated yesterday at a 
meeting with residents of the Xipamanine district.

[Text] Berlin--The Namibian people and the People's Liberation Army of Namibia 
(PLAN) have achieved great successes in the armed liberation sturggle. This was 
stated by Sam Nujoma, President of SWAPO, in an interview on the occasion of the 15th 
anniversary of the armed struggle against Pretori's occupation regime. Enormous 
military defeats have been and are being inflicted on the hated Pretoria regime, 
which prove that Botha, who claims that SWAPO is shattered, is a liar. 


Today SWAPO and its liberation army are stronger than ever before and enjoy the un- 
shakable confidence of the Namibian people, who cannot be intimidated by the cruel- 
est retaliation measures of the occupiers and their accomplices. South Africa's 
barbaric terror knows no bounds. An especially organized group of hired killers 
terrorizes the Namibian civilian population. Drilled in Benoni, near Pretoria, 
they terrorize the population, poison wells, lay mines in schools, hospitals and 
churches, torture defenseless men, women and children.

Sam 
Nujoma referred to the fact that here the United States plays a leading role and that, 
particularly since Reagan took office, it has been increasing its investments in 
South Africa. "We are not surprised that Reagan is now showing his true face and 
inciting the fascist regime in Pretoria to ever new acts of terror." For colonial- 
ism, racism and imperialist are anachronistic phenomena of the same kind, which are 
in fundamental contradiction to the entire nature of mankind. "Therefore," he con- 
tinued "all progressive forces of the world support our liberation struggle." 


Particularly during the past period, the Namibian Liberation movement has achieved 
important successes in military confrontations as well as in foreign policy. This 
includes the recogn*tion of SWAPO by the United Nations as the only legitimate 
representative of tne Namibian people and the growing support of the heroic struggle 
by the world public. Sam Nujoma reaffirmed SWAPO's readiness to sign a cease-fire 
and to continue close cooperation with the United Nations in order to achieve, on 
the basis of security council resolution 435 adopted in 1978, a peaceful solution 

to the problem and true independence for Namibia. 


In this struggle, the SWAPO president stressed, the anti-imperialist solidarity 
given to SWAPO by the OAU, the nonaligned movement. The community of socialist 
states and a number of national and international organizations is of great impor- 
tance. He thanked the government and the GDR people as well as the SED Central 
Committee for their comprehensive solidarity support of the Namibian people. "Of 
course,'' Sam Nujoma finally stressed, "the Namibian people have to liberate them- 
selves by their own efforts, but internationalist solidarity is an indispensable 
part of this struggle."

[C2Lor Kurti interview--date not given, presumably in Budapest--with Sam Nujoma, 
president of the South West African People's Organization: ‘MAGYAR HIRLAP Interview 
With Sam Nujoma, For An Incependent Namibia" ] 


[Text] Sam Nujoma, president of the South West African People's Organization [SWAPO], 
has granted an interview to Magyar Hirlap about the struggle of the Namibian patriots, 
the objectives and methods of the political, diplomatic and armed struggle. Gabor 
Kurti represented our newspaper at the discussion. 


[Question] The Western press frequently tries to present SWAPO as a movement invol- 
ving mainly one group of the Namibian people, the Ovambos. What is the truth? 


[Answer] In the West, we are often called either terrorists, or communists, or even 
a tribal organization. The purpose is to divide the Africans. It is a well-known 
conventional method of the colonialists to try to pit certain ethnic groups against 
one another. SWAPO, which encompasses all the ethnic groups, is Namibia's proper 
national liberation movement. The Pretoria racist regime knows this very well. 

When we met with a South African delegation at the negotiating table in Geneva this 
January, we said to them: very well, we are prepared to participate in any elections 
supervised and controlled by the United Nations. However, South Africa did not 
agree. To this day, it is afraid of holding elections, because it is well aware of 
who is represented by the parties assembled in the so-called Turnhalle Alliance, 
which it organized itself. If SWAPO meant nothing but a mere single tribal organi- 
zation among many, Pretoria would have agreed to elections. It has not agreed to 
elections because it is aware that the groups it has created would be defeated. 


[Question] Your organization employs political and military means simultaneously in 
the struggle for independence. How would you characterize them? 


[Answer] We must adjust our strategy to the circumstances. We cannot employ the 
means of mobilizing the population to strike and demonstrate to force the enemy to 
enter into negotiations on turning over the power, as has been done in Ghana, Tan- 
zania, Kenya, Zambia and elsewhere, because we are struggling against a fascist 
regime, whose creators collaborated with Nazi Germany during World War II. This 
regime is not prepared to surrender power through negotiations. On the contrary, 
it intends to retain its control over Namibia's mineral wealth. Under such circum- 
stances we decided to answer force with force and began our armed struggle, whose 





goal is to attain independence. SWAPO's political, diplomatic and military acts are 
of a complementary nature, they do not contradict one another. 


[Question] In the UN Security Council, the leading Western powers have vetoed on 
several occasions resolutions that would have envisioned international economic 
sanctions against the Republic of South Africa, which is occupying Namibia. However, 
the UN General Assembly, which will devote an extraordinary session to Namibia from 

3 to 11 September, is not empowered to vote on binding sanctions. As a result, a 
situation has arisen where, although international public opinion is almost unanimous 
in supporting your struggle, you cannot hope for more than political and more support 
from the United Nations. 


[Answers] That is true, but we must not forget that history does not know a popular 
struggle whose participants have achieved liberty exclusively through international 
assistance. The United Nations is composed of various countries, with various in- 
terests. South Africa wants to continue ruling Namibia and the imperialists support 
this endeavor, because thus they regard their continued access to our country's 
strategically important mineral wealth as assured. This is a reality. Therefore, 
the purpose of the UN extraordinary session is to reveal that the Pretoria regime 
wanis to dismember Namibia along ethnic lines into so-called Bantustans, as it has 
done in South Africa. Another purpose of the session is to unmask the assistance 
given to South Africa by the imperialists, which manifests itself, among other things, 
in the vetoes applied at the security council. 


[Question] International observers often compare Zimbabwe‘s and Namibia's independence 
struggles, noting that the patriots of Zimbabwe have been militarily stronger than 
SWAPO, while the army of the white settlers of Rhodesia has proven weaker than the 
South African army. From this viewpoint, your struggle seems to be more difficult. 


[Answer] It is a fact that the South African militarists are much better armed than 
the former Smith regime. Incidentally, at that time, also special South African 
units participated in the Zimbabwe clashes and were subsequently withdrawn and re- 
deployed in Namibia in the struggle against SWAPO. Still, one should realize that, 
in a liberation struggle, it is not the quality of armament that is decisive, but the 
fact that the people are ready to fight and make sacrifices. The enemy must be con- 
vinced that it cannot feel safe for a moment. Once this is achieved, it will also 
regard its capital invested in Namibia as unsafe and withdraw it from the country 
sooner or later. We constantly are harrassing the enemy by our actions and forcing 
it to withdraw by our armed struggle. It took a few years to organize partisan 
groups into a popular liberation army in Vietnam. We have been fighting for 15 years 
and, if necessary, are prepared to fight for another 15 years to gain genuine liberty 
and independence. 


[Question] Are you creating bases in the villages and will you capture the cities 
from there, as happened in Vietnam? 


[Answer] Yes, those are the tactics we are applying. 
[Question] Does that mean that you reject urban guerrilla warfare? 


[Answer] Not entirely. We are applying the methods of conventional guerrilla war- 
fare simultaneously with actions carried out in the cities. 
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{Question] Considering all factors, how do you regard prospects for independence? 
Is it attainable in the near future? 


[Answer] I think that the situation will be entirely different within the next 24 
months. The fact that the enemy was obliged to conduct direct negotiations with us 
this year is extremely significant. South Africa has sat down to negotiate face-to- 
face with SWAPO--we regard this as the result of the successes we have achieved in 
the armed struggle. 


[Question] In writings, you are often called a Marxist. How would you summarize 
your views and SWAPO ideology? 


[Answer] I regard the imperialists, who are inclined to attach various labels to me, 
as my enemies. I am a Namibian first, an African second and a member of the human 
race third. By virtue of that, I struggle for justice for my people and for their 
rights. As for SWAPO, as a progressive movement, it has set the aim of liquidating 
any form of colonialism, imperialism, racism and the exploitation of man by man. 
When we speak of independence, we mean real independence and not merely the right to 
one's own flag and anthem. We know that those who control our country's means of 
production also control political power. SWAPO is now a movement that mobilizes the 
masses, but we will transform it into a party following the attainment of indepen- 
dence, a party that determines the political and economic objectives, a party whose 
ideology is based on socialism.

NATIONS RECEIVES FUNDS FROM EEC UNDER STABEX 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 7 Aug 81 p 8 


fText7 Recently, transfer agreements were signed at the headquarters of the European 
Economic Community in Brussels by the EEC and the 27 ACP /African, Caribbean and 
Pacific7 countries participating in STABEX /stabilization of export earnings system/7 
for fiscal year 1980 in an amount totaling about 138 million ECU /European curren::y 
units7, which is equal to about 41.53 billion CFA francs (one ECU = 301 CFA francs). 


What is the STABEX system? It is a mechanism for which provision was made in the 
first Lome Agreement (1975) and which was included in the second Agreement (1980). 

The purpose of STABEX is to compensate for losses in revenues from exports to the EEC 
by ACP countries for over 40 agricultural or primary products (peanuts, cacao, coffee, 
cotton, leathers and hides, timber, bananas, shrimp, rubber, etc.) This mechanism 
operates in the following way: if for a given product and year revenues derived from 
exports to all destinations represent at least 6.5 percent of the total export revenues 
of the ACP country in question, and if revenues derived from exports to the EEC are 
at least 6.5 percent lower on the average than revenues for the preceding 4 years, 

the ACP country has the right to a transfer; i.e., compensaticn equal to the dif- 
ference between the average revenues for these 4 years and the actuaf revenues for 

the year in question. A 


This mechanism operated to the advantage of Senegal for the first time for export 
revenues fromunshelled and shelled peanuts, and peanut oilcakes for the year 1978. 
From these export categories, Senegal received a total of 18.87 billion CFA francs. 


The system was applied once again for revenues from the same products for 1980. In 
fact, because of the very bad 1979 harvest, 1980 export revenues were over 50 percent 
lower than those of 1979 and 65 percent lower than those of the average of the 4 
previous years. 


It must be emphasized that for 1980 many sizable claims were filed by ACP countries 
for various products: following peanuts excluding Senegal, the principal claimants 
were Gabon, Gambia and Mali) were coffee (basically the Ivory Coast, Kenya, Tanzania, 
Rwanda and Burundi) and bananas (Jamaica, Somalia, Dominica and Ste Lucie). Total 
justified claims amounted to 261 million EDU while available funding was only 138 
million. Therefore, it was necessary to reduce the sums allocated to each claimant. 
The ACP-EEC Ambassadors Committee voted to decrease transfer rights to 40.49 percent 
for the least developed ACP states and 52.64 percent for the other ACP states, with 
Senegal falling in the second category.

Finally, transfers to Senegal, by far the highest of all, were in excess of 
million ECU; i.e., 11.6 billion CFA francs.

PRESS FROM FOREIGN COUNTRIES CRITICIZED

[Text] If a question was put to the whole world that what treatment does Uganda 
need to recover from the mess the 1971 coup plunged it, perhaps the first itch- 
ing answer would be the foreign press. 


However, just like in a primary class mental work, the first hand up does not 
necessarily mean that the owner knows the correct answer. 


Apart from the designers of the coup, the foreign press has all along tried to 
be multipurpose in Uganda. It has tried to be the player, referee, linesman 
and spectator at the same time. 


When Idi Amin was hatched to ruin this country, the foreign press praised him as 
being soft spoken and an intelligent man despite near to nil education. But when 
the bully later hit it squarely on the face the foreign press changed to call him 
a punch drunk former heavyweight boxer and a village tyrant. 


The story goes on to include the post liberation period where the foreign press 
has never settled ‘n their wish on what Uganda should be like. Today, reports 

we read or hear are even more alarming in that they tell us about what has not 

happened. 


Recently, President Obote condemned the foreign press for distorting the situa- 
tion in the country as it is today. The President was definitely bitter at these 
detractors who do not see that Ugandans are sacrificing a lot to rejuvenate their 
economy even if it meant using rare economic policies. 


The foreign press finds it lucrative business to land what our enemies and selfish 
persons imagine is happening here. It finds itself a spokesman for self-exiled 
groups and former leaders who lost during the war and the general elections. 


When Amin claims imaginary successes by his supporters in West Nile and their 
closing in on Kampala, the foreign press dispatches correspondents to Saudi Arabia 
to confirm the tyrant's hallucinations. Similarly when Lule and Binaisa lie to 
the whole world about their popularity, ample time is given in the foreign mass 
media to cneat the people. 








But what is not said by the foreign press is that if Binaisa claims that he is 
wanted back as president, why did his party name him as vice-chairman repre- 
senting a mere region? Above all the leader of his party has also vowed to 
fight for the number one position in this country! 


It is not news to the foreign press when a vice-president of the World Bank 
appreciates the steps a developing country like Uganda is taking on her way to 
recovery. Nobody dispatches correspondents to Kampala to find out how the 
floating of the shilling is being received and how the millions of worthless 
money is finding its way back into the Bank of Uganda. And that long queues for 
sugar, salt and petrol are no longer there. 


Instead there must be reports about insecurity, lack of morale, “factions” which 
necessitate a prime minister "to go into exile" and exaggerations about "guerilla 
activity. It is even more insulting to the conscience of Ugandans to divert 
their attention now from real issues like increased production for a better 
living. 


The question of freedom of the press has time and again been defined and analysed 
by the relevant authorities. It is not anybody's intention to be the keeper of 
the thinking of the press. But just like the local press was told to be respon- 
sible in their reporting, the foreign press should be reminded of the journalists’ 
saying that "facts are sacred". 


It would not be surprising if the source of these distortions and fabrications 
is the now so-called exiles. 


These people have to justify why they have travelled long distances to London 
or Washington leave alone Saudi Arabia. 


If one had to be involved in a fool's retaliation, the stories to get prominence 
in our media would be the uncontrollable insecurity where an attempt is made on 
the life of a head of state or the Queen. The increasing riots and thuggery 

in places like Brixton would become everyday stories and overshadow important 
occasions like the wedding of a prince. 


But the Ugandan press being moulded is a responsible one whose concern is the 
destiny of the nation. It is for this reason that the directorate of informa- 
tion at Nakasero is cautioned for its reception and accreditation of foreign 
journalists. 


Uganda has many tickling problems to solve ranging from rehabilitation and 
reconstruction to fighting famine. It does not need to wait for the foreign 
press to wish her well. In any case at the time of the war and polls, it did 
not send us a success card. The point is Uganda is on the road to recovery 
despite the »ishful thinking of the foreign press and its allies.

LARGE ARMS CACHE REPORTED FOUND IN KAPCHORWA

district have recovered 108 guns and large quantities of communications from 
bandits who have been terrorising the people in the area.

[Text] "I am not encountering any problems in Belgium. I am regarded as a 
foreign resident here and not as a political refugee. I am not in exile, and 
am not prepared to be, and I hope to be able to return to my country fairly 
quickly." 


Former Zairian Prime Minister Nguza Karl-I-Bond, whe received us at his pleasant 
villa in Rhode-Saint-Genese, where he has strengthened the security system at the 
entrance as a precaution, rejected the accusation that he is preaching violence, 
inciting Zairians to revolt and, hence, abusing Belgium's hospi*ality. "I ama 
responsible politician," he said, "and I am merely postulating hypotheses, in 
view of the situation in Zaire." "However I observe that the country's economic 
situation is terrible and that the population's purchasing power, already so low, 
was halved after the Zairian currency was devalued by 40 percent. Moreover the 
IMF's credit is merely a shot in the arm and the funds are only being released 
in dribs and drabs. 


"In analyzing this situation, I am merely postulating hypotheses which are not 
subversion plans, The first and most positive is that President Mobutu should 


agree to leave willingly! 


"That would make a peaceful change possible and would remove the dangers of a 
social explosion. Do you know that the country is a positive powder keg? The 
people are suffering from malnutrition, infant mortality is high and endemic 
diseases have reappeared. What I fear is a brutal revolt by a people who are 
so desperate that they would have nothing to lose! That is why I envisage 
other possibilities if the head of state should refuse to leave, although I 
certainly do not want them to be used!" 


Mr Karl-I-Bond mentioned the possibility of a people's revolt or a mili-ary 


coup d'etat. "Don't forget that the army is also part of the people. The army 
can express its view in its own way and turn against the man ziving the orders." 
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The Army 


Moreover the former prime minister stressed that two of the main forces in Zaire 
have expressed their views: the deputies in January and the bishops quite 
recent)y. "The army has so far said nothing, but I have close contacts with the 
military and I know that the appeal I made on 30 June was widely distributed by 
them...." 


Another hypothesis is intervention by armed Zairian groups living in other coun- 
tries which have so far not returned to the country for fear of reprisals. The 
former prime minister specified that, although he has maintained relations with 
his fellow citizens, he has also kept in contact with Zairian communities living 
in other countries, in Europe or Africa. “Moreover that is why I am planning to 
leave for Africa, in order to explain my approach to some leaders and also to meet 
with my compatriots." Although he refused to confirm it for security reasons, 
he said, there is reason to wonder whether the former prime minister intends to 
visit Angole where there are still thousands of Zairian refugees, m»st of whom 
come from Saba, which is also Mr Karl-I-Bond's home. In any case the latter 
denied that he intends to visit Libya: "I have no reason to go there, I am not 
a terrorist...." 


Indeed the former prime minister favors peaceful chang, which he thinks is still 
possible today. But he fears that he himself might later bc overtaken by events: 
"Don't forget that half the Zairian population was bom after independence and 
that their revolt could one day sweep away everything, including me." 


Without wishing to pose as a savior and without claiming to unite the opposition 
behind him ("I am just one Zairian among others, and the oppositionists should 
not forget who the main enemy is"), Mr Karl-I-Bond nonetheless thinks that it is 
now no longer possible to keep saying that if Mobutu were to go there would be 
chaos and anarchy and that there is no alternative. His proposals are clear: 

"We must create a de jure state, free the political prisoners and allow exiled 
people to return. A government of public salvation will have to be formed, after 
which the new constitution must be drafted, restoring public freedom and the 
political parties. We must recreate a democratic regime adapted to the Zairian 
situation in which all political forces will be represented. I am only one of 
those forces and am certainly not obsessed with the desire for power. Moreover, I 
proved that since I voluntarily left the job I was doing--something which had 
never happened in the history of the regime. But there will be no miracle and 
even if we restore some austerity and abolish privileges it will take a long 
time to rebuild an economy which is in a disastrous state." 


Mr Karl-i-Bond repeated that the change of which he was speaking is not just a 
question of individuals: "We must also restore honesty in public life and 
change people's thinking." According to him it is possible to end the institu- 
tionalized corruption and the oligarchy's privileges. 
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The West's Interests 


"Tt is also for this reason," he said, "that some people, even in other countries, 
prefer to see the present situation continue, and fear the risk which any change 
represents." But to those people he said: "My appeal is a warning. The longer 
the present situation lasts, the more radical this change will be.... The defense 
=£ the West's interests and of Belgium's interests in particular does not depend 
on maintaining the existing regime...."' But the former prime minister, who admits 
that Zaire will always need the West, was also anxious to make another point 
clear: "Things will not be the same with me: I am not in favor of continuing 

a system which consists of exploiting the people. I am not in favor of perpe- 
tuating certain privileges to the detriment of the population's interests." 


Moreover the former prime minister denied that he is one of the regime's men who 
benefited from the system before rejecting it, which would have made him suspect 


in the eyes of those who precisely want a radical change. 


"Don't forget that I was humiliated, imprisoned and tortured by the present 
regime. Therefore I wanted to be rehabilitated, publicly cleared of all accusa- 
tions and reinstated in my job by the very man who had ousted me. That is what 
happened. I was not fired but left voluntarily, as I wished, despite the dis- 
comfort and risks that might involve for my family and myself. I did not leave 
on impulse but after planning my gesture and thinking out my political stance 

for a long time, as my 30 June appeal proves. I believe that the population 

has not been deceived, has not associated me with the system and knows why I left. 
They also know that the fact that I have been prime minister has given me national 
and international credibility and if there were to be elections in which I was 
just one candidate among others, I am certain that the Zairian people would be 
anxious to make good of their votes...." 


As he showed us out, Mr Karl-I-Bond returned to the fears he has for Zaire's 
future if his appeal, which he regards as a warning, is not heeded. "There are 
precedents,” he said, "of countries in which a revolt has swept away everything; 
just look at Iran." He also cited the example of Chad, where it was the state's 
very existence which was threatened....

JUSTICE MINISTER OPPOSES ‘ENTRENCHED’ SEATS IN PARLIAMENT

[Text] The minister of justice and constitutional affairs, Comrade Mubako, says 

the very concept of racial representation in Parliament is counter to one of the 
basic principles of equality of all people before the state. Addressing a meeting 
of the National Unifying Force in Salisbury yesterday on the subject living with 

the Lancaster House agreement, Comrade Mubako said the provision for entrenched 
white seats was repugnant, racist, subvertive of democracy and peace, as well as 
potentially destabilizing. He said although there had been reserved white seats 

in the Kenyan and Zambian independence constitutions the number of seats in both 
cases was smaller and not entrenched. However, Comrade Mubako said the constitution 
has proved workable in the short term and the government has been able to pursue 
socialist policies and put them into practice without being unduly hampered by the 
constitution. The minister added that the government will- effect changes in the 
appropriate time to promote the presidential instead of the present prime ministerial 
system of government in line with the wishes of both ZANU-PF and ZAPU-PF at the 
Lancaster House conference. Comrade Mubako supported the prime minister, Comrade 
Robert Mugabe, in assuring Zimbabweans that a one-party state will not be imposed 
but will come through the ballot box.
